Korn (styled as Kosn"”! ) is an American nu metal band from Bakersfield, California, formed in 1993. The current 
band line up includes four members: Jonathan Davis, James "Munky" Shaffer, Reginald "Fieldy" Arvizu, and Ray 
Luzier. The band was formed as an expansion of L.A.P.D. They have collaborated with musicians such as Chino 
Moreno from Deftones, Fred Durst from Limp Bizkit, Ice Cube, Tre Hardson from The Pharcyde and Nas among 


others. 


Korn formed in 1993, the same year they released their first demo album, Neidermeyer's Mind. 31 Their debut album, 
Korn was released in 1994, where they featured the same musicians that had performed on Neidermeyer's Mind. The 
band began recording Life Is Peachy in April 1996, and released it on October 15, 1996. Follow the Leader is 
recognized as Korn's mainstream breakthrough, peaking at number one on the Billboard 200 in 1998, along with the 
following album, Jssues in 1999 {41 The band released Untouchables on June 11, 2002, and later released Take a 
Look in the Mirror on November 21, 2003, both peaking in the top ten of the Billboard 200. Their first compilation 
album, Greatest Hits Vol. 1, peaked at number four on the Billboard 200. See You on the Other Side was released on 
December 6, 2005, and Korn's untitled album was released nearly two years later on July 31, 2007. Korn IIT:

Remember Who You Are, the band's ninth studio album, was released July 13, 2010 via Roadrunner Records.!?! Korn 


currently has 35 singles and 19 of which have charted./4! !©! [71 The band has six video albums and 32 music videos. 


To date, Korn has sold 16 million albums in the US alone,|®! and a combined total of 40 million albums worldwide 
as of 2009. Ten of the band's official releases have peaked in the top ten of the Billboard 200, and eight of which 
have peaked in the top five of the Billboard 200,41 Eight of those releases are certified Platinum by the RIAA, and

History 


L.A.P.D. and formation (1989-1993) 


Before Korn was formed, three of the original members of the band were associated with the heavy metal band 
L.A.P.D.: James Shaffer, Reginald Arvizu, and David Silveria.17! U3) 041 Originally consisting of Richard Morrill, 
James Shaffer, and Reginald Arvizu, David Silveria joined when he was 15.3! The band moved their location from 
Bakersfield, California to Los Angeles, California. As a result, Silveria dropped out of high school and Shaffer 
stayed in Bakersfield.''*! When Shaffer reunited with the band, the band found a manager and released an EP 
entitled Love and Peace Dude in 1989 through Triple X Records.!'®! "7! L.A.P.D. released their first full-length 
studio album on May 3, 1991 which consisted of eleven tracks. The album was entitled Who's Laughing Now 8] 
After releasing their two albums,L.A.P.D. broke up and Shaffer, Arvizu, and Silveria, along with Brian Welch and 


Jonathan Davis formed a band later to be known as "Korn" 9 


Korn achieved its name after a fan suggested the name "Corn". At first, the group rejected the idea, but later, with no 
alternate names, the group selected the name "Corn". Later, Shaffer suggested spelling their name with a "K" instead 
of a"C", and Shaffer came up with the idea to reverse the "R", so the band's name would appear as "Kosn" 7! The 
logo was designed by lead vocalist Jonathan Davis.”"! Silveria explained, "the music makes the name, because 


Korn's a dumb name. But once we get established, it makes the name cool." 


At Huntington Beach, California, Korn rented a studio from Jeff Creath, called "Underground Chicken Sound." 
While they were recording at Underground Chicken Sound, a crowd had been loitering outside the studio.'7" The 
band began playing a prelude to a later song, "Clown" resulting in a larger crowd gathering. Arvizu said the crowd 
gathered because it sounded so "different."?7! Korn started performing at gigs in the summer of 1993, with members 
saying that touring was a "pain-in-the-ass." While in Huntington Beach, the band was spotted by Epic/Immortal 
Records A&R employee Paul Pontius. Pontius would describe Korn's sound as "the new genre of rock." In 1993, 
Korn released their first demo album, Neidermeyer's Mind. Their album had very limited printing, and was never 
well received by critics or fans.!7°! tt was released to record companies and to people who filled out a flyer given out 


at gigs they played for free with Biohazard and House of Pain, 73! 


Debut album and commercial success (1994-1995) 


By May 1994, Korn began recording their debut album with Ross Robinson.“! On October 11, 1994, Korn released 
[75] Which eventually peaked at number 72 on the Billboard 200 in 1995, 


as well as peaking number one on Top Heatseekers chart.'7! The album received positive reviews by critics, and it is 


a self-titled album through Immortal/Epic, 


said to have established the new wave of metal.!?”! 78! 45 well as sparking the nu metal genre, the album also started 
record producer Ross Robinson's music career, 77] It also influenced other bands, like Slipknot, Coal Chamber, and 
Limp Bizkit27! 78! 

After Korn finished recording the album, they began touring with Biohazard. Their record company gave them 
enough money for their own tour bus. Korn's first gig was in Atlanta, Georgia.!””! About half way through the tour, 
their tour bus that their record company gave them stopped working, and Korn had to find a new one.2"! Their first 


tour was not very successful in promoting the album.3"! Korn started the Sick of It All Tour in January 1995671

Aside from touring, Korn released four singles. "Blind" was released in 1994, and "Shoots and Ladders" was 
released in 1995. The latter received a Grammy nomination in 1997 for Best Metal Performance.'*! "Need To" was 
also released in 1995, although the exact date is unknown. The fourth and final single, "Clown," was released in 
1996. As of 2010, none of the singles have ever charted, 4! 


Life Is Peachy (1996-1997) 


After the success of their debut, Korn decided to enter the studio again for a second album.) By then, the band had 
created a large fan base, and the expectations for their follow up album were high?>! [36] They went back into the 
studio in early April 1996 at Indigo Ranch Studios, Malibu, California. >! 


“...We went in really fresh, and we wanted to get it done quickly to capture that that energy. So it was probably about 60% knowing 
what I was going to play and 40% just playing whatever came to mind at that moment... It ended up really good, and it has a kind of 


energy I probably wouldn't have gotten if I'd worked everything out before hand.”

The album was released October 15, 1996, 08! and despite minimal radio airplay and television attention, Life Is 
Peachy debuted at number three on the Billboard 200,3°) [37] and peaked at number one on the Recording Industry 
Association of New Zealand sales chart.'°?! The album sold 106,000 copies in its first week.°! Jon Pareles from The 
New York Times said that the band was "Mad at Everybody, Including Themselves." The album was certified a 2x 
Platinum in the United States, (41 Platinum in Australia’47! and Gold in Canada.!*3] 


The first single, "No Place to Hide", spawned a Grammy nomination for Best Metal Performance.'“4! "A_D.L.D.A.S." 
was the second single and only music video from the album, which also did well, and earned the band the most 
airplay until their next album's singles,!4*) The band gained more popularity after co-headlining the Lollapalooza 
music festival in 1997 with Tool. However, Korn was forced to stop touring after Shaffer was diagnosed with viral 
meningitis.“°! A promotional disc was released in 1997 to promote both the band and the Life Is Peachy Tour 


featuring Incubus and The Urge and included three live tracks, 47] 


Follow the Leader, mainstream success (1998-1999) 


Prior to the release of the band's third album, Kom produced a weekly online TV show, KomTVv, 48! 49] Which 
documented the making of the record and featured special guests such as porn star Ron Jeremy, Limp Bizkit, and 
311°! The project also gave fans the chance to call in and ask the band questions, an approach that represented one 
of the first times a band utilized the Internet in such a way, 2 Korn released their third album, Follow the Leader, 
on August 18, 199861 which featured a number of guest vocalists such as Ice Cube, Tre Hardson from the 
Pharcyde, Fred Durst of Limp Bizkit and actor Cheech Marin on the hidden track "Earache My Eye" (written by 
Marin himself).>°! 

Korn launched a political campaign-style tour to promote the release of Follow the Leader 7! 31 The tour took the 
group, on a chartered jet, all over North America to help promote Follow the Leader.>! They talked to fans and 
answered questions during special "fan conferences", which were organized at every stop along the tour route, and 


signed autographs. Jim Rose hosted the entire "Kampaign" tour, 52] 54] 


The album was considered by band members a complete success, debuting at number one on the Billboard 200 with 
268,000 copies sold,>*) 56] and spawning two of their biggest singles: "Got the Life" and "Freak on a Leash"? 


They both exposed Korn to a wider, mainstream audience, with the music videos being mainstays on MTV's Total 


Request Live. "Got the Life" was the show's very first "retired" video, 57! pel.)

Issues (1999-2001) 


The band's fourth album, /ssues, produced by Brendan O'Brien, was released on November 16, 1999, (701 featuring 
cover art designed by Alfredo Carlos, who won a contest held for the fans by MTV.”"! Issues was released during a 
week of many highly-anticipated records. It debuted at number one on the Billboard 200 with more than 573,000 


copies sold, 7! keeping Dr. Dre's album 200/ and Céline Dion's greatest hits album from hitting number one,!71 [73] 


To celebrate the album's release, the band performed the record in its entirety in front of a live audience at New 
York's historic Apollo Theater and broadcast the concert simultaneously across many radio stations.) This 
performance made Korn the first rock band to ever perform at The Apollo, after Buddy Holly in the late 1950s.!7*) 
This special event featured the New York Police Department marching drum and bagpipe band conducted by 
Richard Gibbs as well as a group of back-up singers to enhance the more melodic choruses Davis used on the 
album.!’>) 4 snippet of "Falling Away from Me" was featured on RealVideo with a brief interpretive dance by 


bassist Reginald Arvizu,!7°! 


and also featured on their official website as an MP3 file, although its release was 
against the advice of its attorneys and corporate establishment.” The album was also promoted by the band's highly 


successful Sick and Twisted Tour. 


Earlier that year, Korn had appeared on an episode of South Park, titled "Korn's Groovy Pirate Ghost Mystery", in 
which the first single from /ssues, "Falling Away from Me", was premiered, !7®! 7] Korn released two more singles 
from Issues, "Make Me Bad" and "Somebody Someone", both of which fared well on Billboard. Music videos 
were filmed for all three singles, with long time friend Fred Durst directing "Falling Away from Me", and Martin 
Weisz directing a concept video for "Make Me Bad", as well as a performance video for "Somebody Someone", 
which featured the use of CGI effects. Every video was a staple on Total Request Live, two of which made it to

retirement. Issues is considered by some critics to be less hip hop-influenced and closer to alternative metal than 


nu metal.'®°! ft was certified 3x Platinum, 84 following up the success of Follow the Leader. [66] 


Untouchables (2002-2003) 


On June 10, 2002, after a year and a half of touring, Korn re-emerged into the media with their fifth album, 
Untouchables. It debuted at number two on the Billboard 200 with 434,000 in sales, | 87] The band has blamed 
Internet piracy for the drop in sales, as an unmastered version of the album had leaked three months prior to its 
official release date.!83! On April 2, 2002, the Shock Jocks, an American radio program, began airing songs from 
Untouchables. After playing a few songs, the broadcasters retrieved a cease-and-desist letter from Sony Music 
Entertainment. One broadcaster said "The reason for the premature premiere was to infuriate a rival New York 
station, which disallows their in-studio guests to appear on 'The Opie and Anthony Show.'"""*4! The release of this 
album was preceded by a show at the Hammerstein Ballroom in New York, a day prior to the album's release, 


broadcast digitally throughout movie theatres in the United States,/85! 


The album contained experiments and styles never previously attempted by Korn. Allmusic related: "The band is far 
more experimental this time out, delivering Helmet-like ringing guitars that melt and morph into each other, a mix of 
Metallica-esque blastbeats and tight funk drumming from the constantly improving David Silveria, and memorable 


riffs that take the shape of dark sound structures and offer more than just a collection of chords."8°! The first two

"Here to 


Stay" earned Korn a Grammy Award for Best Metal Performance.'®®! "Here to Stay" peaked at number four on both 


the Alternative Songs and Mainstream Rock Songs charts. !6¢!

Take a Look in the Mirror, Greatest Hits Vol. 1, Head's departure (2003—2005) 


Due to the album leaking onto the Internet, Take a Look in the Mirror was released on a Friday, November 21, 2003; 
four days earlier than its original release date.'®"! The album therefore received a weekend's worth of sales, along 
with a shortage in shipments, both of which resulted in a poor showing on the Billboard 200. During its first full 
week, Take a Look in the Mirror soared ten places from number 19 to number nine, bringing the album's total sales 
to 179,000. It is the first album where Korn produced the album themselves. The band explained that they want fans 
to hear the music as it should be.!8”! The album presented different styles and themes compared to previous albums. 
Lead vocalist Jonathan Davis related: "The whole album is about love, hate and my hate of people and just losing my 
mind. The previous albums I did, I think the last three, I was coming from a place of hurt. And I just finally got to 
the point where I'm done hurting and I'm just pissed off about it now. It's turned back to just sheer hate and anger. 
And it definitely comes across on the album." MTV said that Davis convinced his fans that they "will be shocked, 
particularly with the album's second track, "Break Some Off," which he called 'brutal'.""°! Korn released the single 
"Did My Time" on July 22, 2003, which was used to promote the film but did not appear on the soundtrack to 


Lara Croft Tomb Raider: The Cradle of Life due to unspecified legal issues. 77]

"Did My Time" gave Korn another 


Grammy nomination in the Best Metal Performance category. 


Korn released their greatest hits album, Greatest Hits Vol. 1, on October 5, 2004.93! The album debuted at number 
four on Billboard, selling more than 129,000 copies. 4! This album assembles choice tracks from six Korn studio 
albums between 1994 and 2003.°! The first single was a cover of the song "Word Up!", which was originally 
composed by the group Cameo.!?6l Special editions of the album included a DVD titled Korn: Live at CBGB 


featuring seven select songs from their November 24, 2003 show at cBcB.]

Upon completing their record deal with Sony, Korn partnered with EMI and signed to Virgin Records. As part of this 
innovative arrangement, Virgin paid Korn $25 million upfront in exchange for a share in the profits of their next two 
studio albums, including tours and merchandising. Virgin also received a 30 percent stake in the band's licensing, 


ticket sales and other revenue sources, 107] 07]

The band's first album for Virgin, See You on the Other Side, was released on December 6, 2005, 
number three on the Billboard 200,106! scanning close to 221,000 copies, !107] The album managed to stay in the top 
half of the Billboard 200 for thirty-four consecutive weeks.!'8 The first single from the album, "Twisted 
Transistor", was accompanied by a music video directed by Dave Meyers in which hip hop artists Xzibit, Lil’ Jon, 
Snoop Dogg, and David Banner portray Korn!!! The single itself peaked at number three on Billboard's 
Mainstream Rock Songs, Korn's highest entry thus far, and number nine on Alternative Songs. !!!0] The second 
single, "Coming Undone", had its performance-based video directed by Little ee (1121 ho previously helmed 
hip hop and R&B videos.''!?!

Korn held a press conference at the Hollywood Forever Cemetery on January 13, 2006, announcing the See You on 
the Other Side Tour.''!® 10 Years and Mudvayne were selected to open all dates of the trek, which kicked off in 
their hometown of Bakersfield, on what Mayor Harvey Hall officially declared as "Korn Day", February 26."''7! The 
resurrection of their Family Values Tour was announced on April 18, 2006, which featured co-headliners Deftones, 
Stone Sour, Flyleaf, and the Japanese metal group, Dir En Grey on the main stage, !!!81 Korn and Evanescence 
co-headlined the 2007 edition, with Atreyu, 2006 alumni Flyleaf, Hellyeah, and Trivium rounding out the main

While promoting See You on the Other Side in Europe, Jonathan Davis was diagnosed with idiopathic 
thrombocytopenic purpura, a blood platelet disorder that hospitalized him for the weekend and prevented him from 
performing at the renowned Download Festival ,!!7°! Despite the illness, the band still performed, with guest singers 
including Corey Taylor of the nu metal band Slipknot and hard rock band Stone Sour, Skindred's Benji Webbe, and 


Avenged Sevenfold's M. Shadows. This led to Korn canceling the rest of their European bill for 2006, 171 


including 
the Hellfest Summer Open Air. It was originally unknown to the public what his ailment was, but the singer revealed 
in a letter to fans that he was "dangerously low on blood platelets and at a high risk of death from a hemorrhage if 


the problem was not treated” {1721 


Untitled album, MTV Unplugged, David Silveria's departure (2006—2008) 


In early December 2006 it was announced that founding drummer David Silveria would be taking an indefinite 
“temporary hiatus” from the band.!73! 04] Korn then performed at the MTV studios in Times Square on December 
9, 2006, for the MTV Unplugged series, which was broadcasted on February 23, 2007, through MTV.com and on 
March 2, 2007, across North American, South American, European and Asian MTV stations.!!79! Korn played a 
14-song acoustic set complete with guest appearances by The Cure and Amy Lee of Evanescence.!!”°! The 
performance was eventually cut down to 11 songs for the album, two of which did not air on MTV. Sales of nearly

Korn's untitled album was released on July 31, 2007, debuting at number two on Billboard with 123,000 copies sold

Korn announced on November 22, 2010 that they will be co-headlining the Music as a Weapon V tour with 
Disturbed. The tour will also feature supporting acts Sevendust and In This Moment. 


Next album (2011—present) 


According to guitarist James "Munky" Shaffer, Korn has begun writing new material for their next album. He 
explains, "We have probably three songs we wrote a couple, two, three months ago. We went into the studio, we 
wrote some songs, Jon demoed the songs on his computer, and then we took them into the studio and played them 
live and tweaked them a little bit. Then we put those down and recorded them. They're cool. They kind of remind me 
a little bit of the Soundgarden style, that sort of Seattle sound... just one of them. The other songs are sort of 
different, a little more in the experimental stage right now.

The song "Daddy" was described by lead singer Jonathan Davis "When I 
was a kid, I was being abused by somebody else and I went to my parents and told them about it, and they thought I 
was lying and joking around. They never did shit about it. They didn't believe it was happening to their son.... I don't 
really like to talk about that song. This is as much as I've ever talked about it.,."/781 0731 174) KG You" was written 
in spite of Davis's experiences as a child with his step mother.!'”°! Follow the Leader marked the first album where 
the majority of the lyrics did not have origins relating to early occurrences, with songs like "Justin" and "Pretty" 


written about incidents occurring during adulthood!!! 


Many of Korn's songs do not include a guitar solo. Bassist Reginald Arvizu plays his instrument using both the 
techniques of fingerstyle and slapping. Jonathan Davis was said by Doug Small to be "the eye of the storm around 
which the music of Korn rages." Small described the band as "a basket-case full of contradictions." Although the 
band virtually had no support by television or by radio broadcasting in its first four years, Korn would go on to 
influence Slipknot, Vanilla Ice, Evanescence, Machine Head, One Minute Silence, Kittie, Endo, Taproot, Mudvayne, 
Crazy Town, Otep, System of a Down, Hoobastank, Linkin Park, Five Pointe O, Lacuna Coil, Chris Volz, 
Videodrone, Theory of a Deadman, Thousand Foot Krutch, Avenged Sevenfold, Breaking Benjamin, Disturbed, 
Bleed the Sky, Papa Roach, Coal Chamber, Emmure, Staind, Suicide Silence, Cold, Impending Doom, Limp Bizkit, 
Three Days Grace and Flyleaf!!!

Criticism and controversy 


Vulgarity in lyrics 

Prior to the release of 1998's Follow the Leader, Gretchen Plewes, a Zeeland high school assistant principal, said in 
an interview for a Michigan newspaper that the music is "indecent, vulgar, obscene and intends to be insulting" after 
giving a student a one-day suspension for wearing a shirt with the Korn logo on it 17] WKLQ was filmed giving 
away hundreds of free Korn T-shirts, which were donated by the band, outside the school. Ottawa County policemen 
helped hand out shirts as well.!!78! The student who was suspended, Eric VanHoven, was interviewed by MTV, and 
said that he had worn the shirt "because it made him look cooliolishish.!!7"! Korn filed a cease and desist order 
against Plewes and the school district for their comments. They also threatened with a multi-million lawsuit, but both

Jonathan Houseman Davis (born January 18, 1971)!!! is the lead vocalist and frontman for the nu-metal band Korn. 


Davis was ranked 16th on Hit Parader''s list of "Heavy Metal's All-Time Top 100 Vocalists". 


Early life 


Davis was born in Bakersfield, California to Rick Davis and Holly Chavez. He has a sister named Alyssa, and a half 
brother, Mark Chavez, (the former lead singer for Adema) by his mother. His father was a keyboardist for Buck 
Owens and Frank Zappa, while his mother was a professional actress and dancer. His parents divorced when he was 
three years old, his mother leaving Rick for an actor, and was raised by his father and stepmother Lily in Bakersfield. 
Davis suffered severe bouts of asthma as a child, and had survived a near-fatal asthma attack when he was five, when 
he was pronounced clinically dead for several minutes.!3! He also spoke of having a horrible relationship with his 
stepmother. Davis has said that his earliest musical inspiration as a child was the Andrew Lloyd Webber musical 


Jesus Christ Superstar, [4] and his favorite musical group was The Cure. He graduated from Highland High School in

1989. He also attended the San Francisco School of Mortuary Science for a period of time. 
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Career 


Korn 


After college, Davis worked for a while as a mortician, continuing the line of work he had begun in high school 
(Davis worked as a coroner's assistant as a teenager). He was the last member to join the band. James 'Munky' 
Shaffer and Brian 'Head' Welch discovered him in a bar, initially intending to only stay for a few minutes. Upon 
seeing Davis performing with his then-band Sexart, however, they were compelled to stay for the whole set. Later 
Reginald 'Fieldy' Arvizu called him and asked him to join their then band Creep. He came to the apartment where the 
band lived at the time to audition, and moved with them to Huntington Beach a few months later.>! In the early years 
of Korn, he was known for wearing a variety of normal and customized Adidas tracksuits onstage. The sports brand 


has become a kind of "trademark" for all Korn fans. 


Korn released their self-titled debut album in 1994. It peaked at #72 on the Billboard charts.!©! To date they have 
released nine studio albums. Each of them have achieved Platinum certification, with the exceptions of their untitled 


album, which achieved gold, and their recently released album on July 13, 2010 Korn IN: Remember Who You Are. 


Solo work 


Davis' solo career started during his high school years as he had a solo project known as "Buck Naked", which 
featured musicians of what would later become Sexart. With them, he recorded several songs such as 'Come With 
Me'. His music took influence from the new romantic movement. In 1993, Davis got together with Human Waste 


Project to record a cover of The Go-Go's song "This Town". 


In 2002, he began composing the musical score for the movie adaptation of Queen Of The Damned with Richard 
Gibbs. He also performed six songs for the movie's soundtrack, although his performances were not allowed on the 
retail release, due to his contract with Sony. He also composed the theme song for the 2002 revival of The Twilight 


Zone and performed a cover of Neil Diamond's "Love On The Rocks" for the movie Wonderland. 


Jonathan Davis announced in October 2007 that he would be embarking on an acoustic solo tour called Alone I Play 
in November 2007.!7! He performed songs from the Queen of the Damned soundtrack, cover songs, rarely-performed 
Korn songs, covers and Korn's most popular songs. The tour was completely produced by Richard Gibbs. Davis also 
played a solo set at the 2008 Download Festival at Donington Park, where he played the Queen of the Damned 


soundtrack in its entirety and a few Korn classics.

Davis will be bringing his solo tour to Europe. Once that concludes, he will release a studio album with exactly the 
same band_!*! They will be recording new, original songs and cover songs for this upcoming release. It was 


announced on Kornspace that Davis is referring to his solo band as The Simply Fuckin' Amazings."”! 


In April 2008, Davis canceled numerous dates on his previously announced "Alone I Play" European tour slated to 
begin in late May due to "personal reasons". Some of the canceled shows included those in Sweden, Belgium, 


France, and most of the UK and Ireland leg of the tour, 


Davis played at Ozzfest in August 2008 with The Simply Fuckin’ Amazings, playing a variety of songs played on the 


Alone I Play tour. The following month Davis released a cover version of Lil Wayne's "Got Money" featuring Jim 
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Root on guitar and Ray Luzier on drums. While there has been no official news with regards to his solo album, in an 
interview at Ozzfest 2008, he said that he hoped to have it out by November or December 2008, and that a world 


tour would follow. 


Davis has confirmed that he has postponed work on his solo album so he could get into the studio to work on the 


new Korn album. 


Acting 


He has a cameo in Queen of the Damned as a ticket scalper. Davis plays a minor role as Ricky, a crack dealer, in the 
film Seeing Other People. Davis also has a role as a store clerk in the indie film The Still Life. Davis is billed to 
appear in the upcoming horror film Sin-Jin Smyth where he will be playing the lead role. According to 
Bloody-Disgusting, Jonathan Davis is currently working on a script with writer/director Clive Barker entitled 
Oblivion. Davis describes it as a "dark opera about the end of the world" and that it differs greatly from Korn's style 


of music. The project's currently been postponed for an indefinite period. 


He has also been featured in many other bands' music videos, sometimes with Korn and sometimes solo. He has 
appeared with Korn in Limp Bizkit's "Break Stuff", Deadsy's "Brand New Love", Ice Cube's "Fuck Dying", 
Videodrone's "Ty Jonathan Down", Sugar Ray's "Answer the Phone", and Lil’ Wayne's "Prom Queen" as a cameo 
appearance. He has also appeared in Videodrone's "Ty Jonathan Down" (which he sings in), Cold's "Give", and 
Busta Rhymes’ "Fire." He has also worked with Infected Mushroom, a psychedelic trance and electronic music 


group, in the song (and video) titled "Smashing The Opponent." 


Davis and the rest of Korn appeared in a 2005 episode of the comedy-drama television series Monk, titled "Mr. 
Monk Gets Stuck in Traffic". As well as appearing in Monk, Korn also made an appearance on The Man Show in 
which hosts Jimmy Kimmel and Adam Carolla claimed to be two members that were kicked out of the band in the 
style of a VH1 Behind The Music special. 


Davis and Korn voiced themselves in season 3 of South Park in the episode "Korn's Groovy Pirate Ghost Mystery", 
which features them as Scooby Doo-esque characters, driving a Mystery Machine-like van and trying to solve a 


mystery about pirate ghosts. 


Personal life 


Davis' childhood is a big influence in Korn lyrics. The song "Daddy" gave rise to a rumor that Rick Davis 
(Jonathan's father) had abused his son, even though Jonathan has gone on the record in many interviews saying it 
was written about a family friend who sexually abused him. He said that, when he tried to turn to his family as a 
child to tell them about the abuse, they ignored him. (Neither Jonathan nor Rick Davis will say who the person was, 


though both say it was a woman, Jl! 


Davis has married twice, marrying his high school sweetheart, Renee Perez, in 1998 in a Medieval-themed 
ceremony. Together they had a son, Nathan Houseman Davis, but divorced in 2001. On October 5, 2004, a decade 
after the release of Korn's first album he married again in Hawaii, this time to former pornographic actress Deven 
Davis, !7! In 2005, his second child, Pirate Houseman Davis, was born, [131 Davis's third son, Zeppelin Houseman 
Davis, was born on April 28, 2007. 

Davis has not used alcohol or other drugs since August 22, 1998.""41 On the band's Deuce DVD, Davis's bandmates 
all say they are proud of him for his sobriety. On August 19th 1998 Davis went on a three week drinking binge with 
his Irish cousin Colin "Diggie" Dignam, which lasted for days at a time. He has since said that it was this session that 
led to his absolution. 

Davis has stated that Untouchables is his favorite Korn album and that "Do What They Say" and "Hollow Life" are 


his favorite Korn songs. 
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In late 2006, Davis was recognized and honored at Buck Owens' Crystal Palace in Bakersfield, California, by Buddy 


Alan, son of the late Buck Owens. 


While Korn performed at the Download Festival in 2006, Davis was unable to perform with them, as he had 
developed idiopathic thrombocytopenic purpura (ITP), a rare bleeding disorder. This left him bedridden for days 
after his band's performance. Assorted other artists also at Download filled in singing for Korn during the 
performance including M. Shadows of Avenged Sevenfold, Matt Heafy of Trivium, Benji Webbe of Skindred, Dez 


Fafara of Devildriver and Corey Taylor of Slipknot.!!>! 


Davis created an original fighting game, Pop Scars, which pits popular musical personalities against one another in 
one-on-one combat. Participants include members of Limp Bizkit, Staind, Marilyn Manson, and Korn itself. Each 
celebrity has its own personality and sports character designs sketched by comic book artist Marty Emond, while 
stages feature environmental traps that impede opponents as they fight. Pop Scars never made it past the early design 


stages, as Davis himself pulled the plug on the project in late 2004," 


Equipment 
Davis is usually seen during Korn's live performances and in their music videos with a microphone stand that was 


designed by the Swiss artist H. R. Giger. However, there are some shows where it has been replaced with a standard 


microphone stand, or a standard stand with rope string lighting on the inside, for unknown reasons.

James Christian 'Munky' Shaffer (born June 6, 1970 in Rosedale, California)! is the guitarist for the nu metal 
band Korn (for which he has also provided live backing vocals). According to Korn's video "Who Then Now?", The 
nickname 'Munky' is a reference to his feet which resemble monkey's hands when spread?! Munky cites Steve Vai 


and 80s metal guitarists such as Eddie Van Halen and Randy Rhoads as his main influences. 


Shaffer is also the founder of Emotional Syphon Recordings, who have signed acts like Monster In The Machine and 


Droid. Droid was also featured on the 2007 Family Values Tour. 
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Musical career 


Shaffer first took up guitar as part of rehabilitation when he severed the tip of one of his fingers on the chain on his 


motorcycle. !*! He has since performed with several bands. 


Korn (1993 to present) 


During high school Shaffer met fellow guitarist Brian "Head" Welch. Later on Welch and Shaffer saw Jonathan 
Davis singing for the band Sexart in a bar. Initially intending to stay only for a few minutes, the pair ended up 
staying for the whole set upon seeing Davis' performance, and asked him to join their band (still called L.A.P.D. at 


this point) almost immediately afterward. 


Shaffer developed meningitis during 1997 while on tour, requiring him to be hospitalized. Korn cancelled the 


remainder of that tour, not wanting to replace him. 


February 22, 2005, Brian Welch left the band. James accepted his friend's choice. As of 2009, he is the only guitarist 
in Korn. (Clint Lowery, Christian Olde Wolbers, and Rob Patterson were only live/session members).When former 
drummer, David Silveria left the band, Munky in an interview, said he had a strong friendship with Silveria, and was 


very sad to hear that he had to leave. 


On the 16th May 2006, Munky played on Spanish nylon guitar in Fieldy's wedding. He was quoted as jokingly 


saying "now I have something else to fall back on!". 


On an interview about Brian Welch's departure, Munky said he felt pressure, because they were always working 
together, writing songs, and creating albums. But when Head left, he had to write all the guitar parts into one part, so 


Korn could play live, and he continued to play like that until Korn got a backing guitarist. 


Fear and the Nervous System (2008 to present) 


On March 4, 2008, it was announced that Munky will be releasing a solo record on August 8, 2008 with his solo 
band Fear and The Nervous System which will feature Munky doing vocals and guitar, Brooks Wackerman of Bad 
Religion (who also performed on Korn's 8th album) on drums, Leopold Ross on guitar and programming, Bill Gould 
of Faith No More fame, and Zac Baird (Korn's keyboardist) on keyboards and programming. The record will be 
produced by Munky and Ross Robinson. Guitarist and friend Wes Borland originally recorded guitars for two songs 
on the album but they will not make the final cut. Borland also created cover art which will still be used. The band's 


debut album was originally due out August 8 but has been pushed back as the album has yet to be completed. 


Recently on Modlife in October 2009 (Korn.com), Munky had explained that he would not be doing vocals on the 
new Fear and the Nervous System album because he's not "very good at singing”. It was later announced that Steve 


Krolikowski of Repeater would be handling vocal duties./4!

The first 
bands to be signed were Droid and Monster in the Machine, however Shaffer says he doesn't want to limit himself to 


only releasing metal acts but to create a multi-genre label.

the metal band Korn. 


Musical career 


Prior to Arvizu's time in Korn, he and Dylan Tenney, who would later become one of Korn's two guitarists 
(alongside James Shaffer), had played together in a number of bands, having become friends while still at school. 
Upon their graduation from high school, Arvizu, Welch, Shaffer, and drummer David Silveria relocated from 
Bakersfield to Los Angeles and formed L.A.P.D (the name first stood for "Love and Peace, Dude", but this 
abbreviation was later changed to "Laughing As People Die"). Although L.A.P.D. did succeed in signing a record 
deal, their success was limited until the band hired singer Jonathan Davis and changed their name to Korn. 

The name "Fieldy" is said to have come about as an inside joke. Originally, his band mates called him "Gopher", due 
to his large cheeks. Gopher quickly became "Gar", Gar became "Garfield" (based on the comic strip character of the 
same name), and eventually "Gar" was dropped and a "y" was added to "Field", which became Fieldy.! His full 


moniker is "Fieldy Snuts", which when spoken aloud sounds like "feel these nuts". 


He plays a 5-string Ibanez model SDGR SR5005, named the K-5, which is his signature bass. 
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His playing style consists of slapping, standard finger-style plucking, and left-hand muting; his standard tuning is: A, 
D, G, C, F. He states that Flea of the Red Hot Chili Peppers being the one of the main influences towards his playing 
style. He has also stated to have been influenced by Billy Gould from Faith No More. 


Fieldy is also one of the main songwriters in Korn. The majority of his bass riffs are hip-hop inspired. He says he 
gets inspiration from anything hip-hop. On the business side of Korn, Fieldy is responsible for all Korn merchandise, 
its buying and selling. He will come up with a number of designs, shows them to the band and they either approve or 


disapprove. 


Life outside Korn 


In addition to Korn, he has a rap side project called Fieldy's Dreams. Fieldy's Dreams has released one album titled 
Rock'n Roll Gangster. 


Fieldy married girlfriend Dena Beber on Tuesday, 16 May 2006. Korn's guitarist, Munky played nylon guitar at the 
wedding. It is her first marriage and his third. Fieldy has two daughters, Sarina and Olivia Arvizu, from his second 
marriage from Shela Arvizu; he and his current wife Deena had a son in early 2007 and named him Israel. Fieldy 


recently became a born-again Christian.) 


Fieldy has stated that his second album, Bassically, is still in the works. Originally intended to be a hardcore rap 


album, Fieldy has scrapped the original idea in favor of a jazz fusion style. 


Fieldy is currently working with independent rap artist Q Unique on a side project called "Stillwell". The song 
"Killing Myself To Live" can be heard on their MySpace page, but the album does not yet have a release date. 


Fieldy was also working on his own clothing line Immanuel one twenty three, when asked about it while backstage 
at the west palm beach stop of the mayhem fest tour of 2010, he stated that it was "much harder than he had 
previously expected" to start a clothing line, and has moved on to the side project that he can "be more proud of, 


opposed to his first solo CD under Fieldy's Dreams titled Rock'n Roll Gangster" 


Got The Life: My Journey of Addiction, Faith, Recovery and Korn is a memoir Fieldy penned, which hit shelves 

March 10, 2009. His autobiography tells the story of how he found God, quit drugs, and found the better part of

Raymond Lee "Ray" Luzier (born June 14, 1970 in Pennsylvania) is an American drummer. He is currently the 


drummer of the band Korn, being named a full-time member of the band in April 2009, 


Life and career 


Ray Luzier was raised in West Newton, Pennsylvania, a small town an hour outside of Pittsburgh. He began to play 
drums at the age of five, and although basically self-taught, he participated in high school jazz, concert, and 
marching bands. After graduating in 1988, Luzier moved to Hollywood, California to pursue an education at the 
renowned Musicians Institute. He graduated in 1989 with a degree from MI's Percussion Institute of Technology. 
Luzier later returned as an instructor at Musicians Institute (1992-2001), where he taught rock-style drumming 


classes and private lessons. 


Luzier is best known for his work with David Lee Roth, with whom he played drums for from 1997-2005. Luzier has 
also played with The Hideous Sun Demons, a progressive-rock/fusion trio formed with DLR bandmembers Toshi 
Hiketa (guitar) and James LoMenzo (bass). In 2004, Luzier released an instructional DVD. It features a wide variety 
of lessons, including double-bass technique, drum fills, motion exercises, and warm-ups. It was released through Hal 
Leonard Publishing Co. 


In January 2006, Luzier appeared at the NAMM in Anaheim, California with Billy Sheehan and Toshi Hiketa. The 
DeLeo brothers of Stone Temple Pilots appeared at the same NAMM venue as part of an impromptu band put 
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together by Steve Ferrone. After seeing Luzier's performance, the DeLeo brothers invited Luzier to join the band 


Army of Anyone that they were putting together with vocalist Richard Patrick of the band Filter. 


In 2007, after original drummer David Silveria had left (in 2006), Korn hired many drummers for their tour 
including Joey Jordison of Slipknot. Jordison left due to preparation for the recording of Slipknot's new album All 
Hope Is Gone. Consequently, Korn was then looking for a new drummer; and Luzier reportedly flew to Seattle to 
audition for Korn with Munky and Fieldy. When told to learn only five of their songs, Luzier learned thirty. Not only 
did he perfect their studio versions of each song, but the live as well. After an audition such as this, the band 


immediately invited Ray to join the band, 


Luzier played his first show with Korn on January 13, 2008 in Dublin, Ireland and played with the band throughout 
2008. Currently the members of Korn have recorded their ninth studio album together with Ray and their original 
producer Ross Robinson. Korn frontman Jonathan Davis revealed that Luzier is now an official member of the 
band_/4! Ray made "UltimateRockGods" Artist Of The Month for July DI 


Luzier also played with Stone Temple Pilots for a couple of the band's shows on their reunion tour in October due to 


drummer Eric Kretz taking time off to cope with the recent death of his father.

Brian Phillip Welch (born June 19, 1970), "7! better known as Head, is an American musician best known as the 
former lead guitarist/co-founder of the multiplatinum Nu Metal band Korn, whose trademark style was sporting a 
constellation of rubber-banded braids in his hair_!*! Along with fellow Korn guitarist James "Munky" Shaffer, Welch 
helped patent Korn's distinctive sound, a mix of sirenlike shards of dissonant guitar that mimicked a turntablist's 
various effects and rumbling down-tuned riffing that defined the spook metal aesthetic beginning in the mid-'90s. 3! 
Welch left the band in 2005 after becoming a Christian to focus on life as a father and to pursue his own solo career. 
Head and Munky ranked at #26 of Guitar World's 100 Greatest Heavy Metal Guitarists of All Time. 
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Biography 


Early life (1970-1993) 


Welch was raised in Bakersfield, California. Welch claims that, early in his life he was different from most kids and 
was picked on a lot in school. His one passion was music. Originally, Welch expressed interest in playing the drums 
but his father pushed him towards the guitar, since it was quieter. He began playing the guitar at the age of 10. His 
first guitar was a Peavey Mystic, which he referred to as "the most metal looking guitar you have ever seen" in his 


book Save Me from Myself. While growing up he was a very big Ozzy Osbourne fan. 


On how he got his nickname "Head", Welch said, "I got a big head...go get me any hat, and it won't fit. 'Cept this 


one, cause it's stretchy." 


Korn (1993-2005) 


Formation 


While in seventh grade, Welch met Reginald Arvizu (better known as Fieldy), who also started at guitar, but Welch 
said Arvizu wasn't very good at the guitar, so he suggested Arvizu play bass since it was a different playing style and 
it stuck. Korn formed after the group L.A.P.D. folded, due to singer Richard Morrill's drug addiction. Musicians 
Reginald Arvizu, James Shaffer, and David Silveria wanted to continue, and recruited guitarist Brian Welch and 
started a new band called Creep. In early 1993, the band took notice of vocalist Jonathan Davis after seeing his band 
Sexart and attempted to get him to join Creep. Davis initially did not want to join the band, but after consulting a 
psychic he decided to audition and then joined the band, as mentioned by Jonathan Davis himself in interview in the 
DVD Who Then Now?. After Jonathan was recruited, they decided to get a new name. Soon, they later changed their 
name to "Korn". Jonathan suggested Korn as just a brainstorm, but everyone else enjoyed it. So Jonathan got a 
Crayola crayon and wrote their logo in a child's handwriting, with a "K" instead of "C" and a backwards upper-case 
"A". 

Starting with Korn's self-titled debut album, and with subsequent albums Life Is Peachy, Follow The Leader, Issues, 
Untouchables and Take A Look In The Mirror, the band gradually became one of the top-selling hard rock groups, 
scoring $25 million royalty payments and selling out arenas the world over?! In 1995 Welch's wife Rebekah gave 
birth to a child, but she decided to give it up for adoption. When she got pregnant again, they decided to keep the 
child. On July 6, 1998, Welch's wife Rebekah gave birth to their second daughter, Jennea Marie Welch. The band 
was scheduled to be on the UK version of Ozzfest but dropped out before it started so that Welch could be by his 
wife's side. He and his wife have since divorced and Welch has custody of their daughter. The two reside in Arizona. 


Despite being divorced, Welch does keep in touch with his ex-wife. 


By 2003, Welch had begun to sink further and further into a crippling speed habit. He'd prepare for tours by stashing 
as much methamphetamine as he could in vitamin capsules, deodorant containers and his clothes, 3! According to 
Welch, the band members also suffered personal battles with addiction: "We were only sober for just a couple of 
hours a day in Korn. Every day. And then when you come home and you've got to deal with real life and your wife 


isn't having that, crap goes down."!?! Despite his dreams coming true, Welch did not enjoy touring life with Korn. 


"You travel, you get to another town, you play a show and you do it again. You try to just be at peace 
but even a big, huge band like Korn, playing in front of thousands of people, it can get lonely. You feel 
like you're a trucker and you're traveling with a bunch of truckers. You can't connect with people except 
for the ones that you're with because the ones you party with after the show, you don't know them and 


then you're gone," he continued. "When everyone's drunk, you're like ‘Alright. Later.'" [4] 
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Departure from Korn 


On February 22, 2005, Korn's management announced that after almost 12 years, Welch had parted ways with the 
band, citing that he had "...chosen the Lord Jesus Christ as his savior, and will be dedicating his musical pursuits to 
that end."/>! [61 (71 An interview with Brian is available here on that experience with Hope 103.2 and Sheridan 
Voysey: "He reached the heights of fame with the metal band, Korn. Brian Welch tells why he left, how he came to 


Christ, and how God broke his crippling drug addiction.""®! 


In an '09 radio interview with The Full Armor of God Broadcast”! Brian explained "I was walking one day, just 
doing my Rock & Roll thing making millions of bucks, you know success and everything, addicted to drugs and then 
the next day I had Revelation of Christ and I was like, everything changes right now!" On March 10, 2005, Welch 


was baptized in the Jordan River! with a group of believers (11) hailing from Bakersfield, California. He has 
declared that he has rid himself of all drugs in his "own personal rehab" with God, in which he had checked into a 


hotel room and sat in his bed for hours. 


Welch and Jonathan Davis have attacked each other in the media since the former's departure. After he said that 
Davis and the rest of Korn care only about money, Davis responded in kind, opening a rift between them that has 
been resolved. Once in an interview with Beliefnet.com in which Welch was asked about his book and Korn's 


reaction to the book and the attacks in the media he made earlier at the band: 


How did the other members of Korn feel about your having written the book? Do you still talk to them 
and know what they think about it? 


They heard that I'd written it, and there was rumors going around in Hollywood that I was totally 
trashing them and that it was a "tell all" book about everything they did and I did. And so they actually 
wrote two songs on their new album bashing me about the book. But once I heard that they were 
concerned about the book, I sent them a copy and put a note in there and said, "I love you guys. I didn't 
trash you like people say. Read it yourselves. It is what it is." And now they're doing interviews, and I've 
read that they're totally cool with the book, and it's not what they thought it was going to be. So 
everyone's happy. But, now they've got two songs hating on me on their record. But it's cool. It's all 
good. I love them, they love me. I think maybe I deserved those songs because of some of the stuff that I 
said after I quit the band. So it's all good.'?1 


In July 2005, Welch appeared on CNN's feature-format program "People in the News" where he admitted to having 
been addicted to alcohol, methamphetamine, Xanax, and sleeping pills!!?! before being reintroduced to the Christian 
faith. Following his conversion to Christianity, Welch went to some of the more poverty stricken areas of India to 
build orphanages or "Head Homes". He visited a tribe of head hunters who were apparently reduced to cannibalism 
because of a lack of food. In a podcast with Headbanger's Blog, on May 30, 2008, Korn vocalist Jonathan Davis 
expressed interest in playing with Welch on the band's upcoming album, but stated that it isn't likely 4) In late 2008 
Welch, among other celebrities such as Josh Hamilton and Greg Ellis, appeared in testimonial videos called "I Am 
Second" in which he shares his story of recovering from drug use with the help of his faith in Jesus Christ! 161 Tn 
September 2009, Korn guitarist Munky, in an interview with Altitude TV, alleged that the band had denied a request 
by Welch to rejoin the outfit. In the interview, Munky claimed: 


"Brian (‘Head' Welch) actually contacted us recently and wanted to come back to the band. And it was 
not the right time... for us. We're doing well, and it's kind of like... It's kind of like if you divorced your 
wife and she went on and she stayed successful and her career flourished, and you go back and [say], 
"My gosh, she's still hot.’ "Baby, can we get back together?’ "Wait a minute... All the stuff's been divided, 


and it's like...' I don't see it happening right now. It's not gonna happen right now."!!7] 


Shortly after, Welch responded to the statement via his Myspace and official website, denying the claims: 


"I recently learned of an interview that Munky gave where he said that I came to Korn and asked to be taken 


back in the band. That's definitely not a complete and accurate picture. The full truth is that for about a year, 
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ever since Jonathan publicly said he wanted me back in Korn, Korn's managers have been requesting my 
manager to work on getting me back into Korn. The calls were initiated by Korn's managers, not my manager. 


I shut the door on their requests many, many times over the last several months, through my manager. 


However, Fieldy personally called me during Korn's last tour in Europe and we talked as friends for a long 
time. He also told me if I ever wanted to rejoin Korn, or open for Korn as a solo artist, the door was always 
open. Since Fieldy is sober now and a Christian like me, I thought it may be a good idea to visit with Fieldy, a 
friend of mine, to see what he was up to and what it was all about. I had a great time re-connecting with 
Fieldy. I mainly went to his house to connect with an old friend. The Korn stuff we talked about was 
secondary, but it was discussed. Fieldy thought that Jonathan, Munky, and I should all meet AS FRIENDS; 
re-connect; and maybe discuss the possibilities. Both Jonathan and Munky refused that meeting. I learned a lot 
visiting with Fieldy. I learned that I love and miss my friends, but the visit confirmed to me that I have a 


different calling in life than to reconnect musically/professionally. 


As far as Munky's comment that "everything has been divided already" that is also not accurate. In fact, from 
January 2005 when I left, and for the next 4 years, Korn failed to pay to me royalties that were due me on 
records that I did with them. However, I don't believe this was done intentionally. We are trying to be patient 
and work with their management to get the financial issues resolved so that "everything can be divided as we 
agreed long ago in our contracts." I am optimistic that we can resolve it as friends. I continue to wish nothing 


but the best for Korn, and that includes all of my friends there—Fieldy, Jonathan and Munky."!!8! 


Brian said that it was not only having found Christ that influenced his decision to leave the band. As a single father 


he did not want to raise his daughter in an environment filled with drugs, sex, and explicit language. 


Solo career (2005—Present) 


Save Me From Myself 


As early as a week following his departure from Korn, Welch had claimed through press that a solo record was 
close to being completed, although there was no release date given, nor had he yet signed on with a label to distribute 


the record,|?°! 


A number of demos from these early sessions surfaced on peer-to-peer networks, among them "A Cheap Name," a 
song directed at rapper 50 Cent. He also recorded several other songs including "Dream" and "A Letter to Dimebag," 
the latter being an instrumental tribute to "Dimebag" Darrell Abbott, guitarist for heavy metal bands Pantera and 
Damageplan. In his autobiography, Welch mentions the songs "Washed by Blood," "Save Me from Myself," and 
"Rebel", which all have made the final track listing for the album. 


Initially tight-lipped about the details, in an interview with MTV News Welch was quick to clear a few things up. 


Primarily, he was concerned that it was reported that his new songs wouldn't be "Christian music."(7! 


During his stay in Israel with members of the Valley Bible Fellowship of Bakersfield, California, Welch continued to 
write songs for his solo effort, confident that the music would speak for itself. "I want to make music that will help 
people. I want to use every dime of the money I make off the songs to build skate parks for kids," he said. "My life 
now is about helping kids." Originally, Welch contacted Fieldy of Korn to produce the album, but Fieldy made no 


[22] 
response. 


On March 15, 2008, Welch announced he had founded a record company with Mark Nawara and Greg Shanabeger 
called Driven Music Group. The company's artists are distributed by Warner Music Group and Rykodisc. Welch 
announced also that he had re-dubbed his album Save Me from Myself, after his autobiography of the same name. 
Following this, his official MySpace profile went online, and the domain name for his official website was moved 
from www.headtochrist.com to brianheadwelch.net '73!, Welch also revealed that a tour was expected to follow the 


release of Save Me from Myself. 
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For the album, Welch contributed the majority of the instruments, but also hired other contributors, including rhythm 
guitarist Archie J. Muise Jr., bassist Tony Levin and drummer Josh Freese for assistance. The first single, "Flush," 
was released on July 5, 2008, at Cornerstone Festival in Bushnell, Illinois and a music video directed by Frankie 


Nasso followed on September 5 M4] 


Originally, Welch planned for the project to follow the "Head" name, but was persuaded otherwise, so as not to be 
sued by the tennis equipment manufacturer of the same name. Though the project has since been dubbed "Brian 
Head Welch", the album art continues to carry the imprint of the project's original title. The project's true title does 


appear on the spines of the packaging. 
Of the album, Welch said: 


"I knew it was going to be nothing near as big as Korn, but I was proud of it. It's got some heavy riffs 
and it's got a lot more emotion than I've ever put in music. I'm an emotional guy (and) it was cool to be 
able to put it in there. It was cool how people were surprised by it. A lot of people thought I was gonna 


come out with some 'Kumbaya,' Jesus music."!>! 


For his live touring band, Welch held auditions, at first closed, then open to the general public to recruit members. 
Members posted videos online of them performing Welch's solo songs and the list was narrowed down to a select 
few who did a personal audition with Welch. Eventually, the lineup was finalised as Brian Ruedy (Keyboards), Scott 
"SVH" Von Heldt (guitar & backing vocals), Ralph Patlan (guitar), Michael "Valentine" (bass) and Dan Johnson 


(drums) and remains unchanged to this day. 


Head contributed to "A Song for Chi" along with many other artists including ex Korn bandmates Fieldy & Munky. 
The instrumental track is to benefit Deftones bassist Chi Cheng who was in a coma and is now in a semi-conscious 
state recovering. All the profits will benefit the "One Love For Chi" foundation. This will be the first time Head will 


be involved with any of his former bandmates since he left the band in 2005. 


Head also joined the 9th annual Independent Music Awards judging panel to assist independent musicians’ 


careers. [26] (27) [28] 


On July 2, 2009, Welch headlined the mainstage of the Cornerstone Festival. On July 3, 2010, he featured on the 


Fringe stage of the Creation Festival. 


On August 29, 2009, Welch headlined the Exit Concert in Las Vegas at the Thomas and Mack Arena with Blindside 
and Flyleaf. 


Head has often described his solo project as being received very differently from Korn. Despite his fame with Korn, 
he has compared his solo project to ‘starting over:' "It's a struggle, because one show I'll have a thousand people 
there, and the next show there'll be a hundred. When the hundred is there, I'm like, "There's one or two people who 
really need us to be here,’ and it should be focused on them and I shouldn't care if there's a big crowd or not, but I 
struggle with it. I was in Korn and we sold like 25 million albums, and I can't even fill this little bar up? Of all those 


fans, 300—400 people can't just show up here? It's like starting over, totally." 


Second solo album (Stronger) 


According to an interview with the Great Falls Tribune, Welch has returned to the studio to begin work on his 


second album.'7>! On his career at the present, Welch said that 


"I feel like I was created to do what I'm doing right now. Everything I learned in my life before I 
changed it all over, it set me up for what I'm doing now. That's the satisfaction. That's the peace in 
knowing, without a doubt, that you're on the road you're supposed to be on. There's nothing more 


content than that," 


In November 2009, Head announced that his sophomore effort would be produced by Grammy-nominee Rob Graves 
(Red, Pillar) and that the band was currently recording in Nashville, expecting to complete the record by February 


2010.9! of recording with Graves, Welch stated that "the production on our new record is going awesome with Rob 
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Graves. Our goal is to get the record completely mixed and mastered by the first part of February, and released 
immediately thereafter. My band is together, helping with the recording, and we will be ready for a full U.S. tour 
beginning early next year,"!771 Welch also signed an international representational deal with William Morris 
Endeavor Entertainment. On signing the deal with WMEE, Welch said that "I'm really excited about my deal with 
William Morris Endeavor, and I’m honored to be on the roster of one of the largest and most storied agencies in 
existence. I would like to publicly thank Ember Rigsby Tanksley and her entire team at WMEE for their belief in 
what I am trying to do. I feel like this is the final piece in the puzzle that we have been working on to take us to the 


next level." 


In addition, Welch signed with Union Entertainment Group, Inc., for management in early 2010. This move to the 
major management company placed Welch alongside an already outstanding roster of artists, with notables such as 


Nickelback, Hinder, Red, Candlebox & more. See ueginc.com 30] for details and roster. 


According to Welch in April 2010, the band has finished a demo of the record, but have yet to re-enter the studio to 
complete the recording process as they are on tour in the United States.3"! The band has been playing a number of 


new songs live from the forthcoming record, and the titles have been confirmed as following

David Randall Silvera (born September 21, 1972 in San Leandro, California) is a drummer, best known as the 
drummer for the band Korn from early 1993 until leaving the band in late 2006. 


Biography 


1993 to 2006: Career with Korn 


When Jonathan Davis joined the band, they changed the name to Korn and Welch, Shaffer and Arvizu took up 
pseudonyms, while Silveria and Davis remained using their given names. Korn then proceeded to ride the alternative 
metal train to the top of the music industry, selling over 30 million albums worldwide. Silveria had to undergo 
surgery to remove an extra rib which was causing nerve problems in his left arm. His wrist gave out in Fargo, ND 
during the song "It's Gonna Go Away". He sat out the rest of the "Sick and Twisted 2000" and "Summer Sanitarium" 
tours with Mike Bordin from Faith No More filling in for Silveria. Silveria then returned for the album recording of 


Untouchables, Silveira's own explanation for the issue is that "I hit too fucking hard". 


On December 13, 2006 - after the tour in support of See You on the Other Side - it was announced that Silveria 
would be going on hiatus, but after a long period of waiting, it was said by Jonathan Davis on a Swedish radio 
station after being asked if Silveria will be on the next album, July 31, 2007, He responded : "I don't know, probably 
not.""!! He has since started running his restaurants, choosing a new life of relative anonymity as compared to 
drumming for a well-known band. In 2009 after working with several different temporary replacements Ray Luzier 


was announced as the bands official replacement of Silveria. 
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2006 to 2011: Retirement from music industry 


In June 2008 rumors began to surface that Silveria had joined a newly formed band called Satellite Syndrome, but it 
was eventually confirmed that the rumors were false and Silveria was not involved with the band. Silveria has not 
given any interviews since he went on his "hiatus." He dedicated his time and efforts to his children and running his 
steak house and sushi restaurant. In December 2009, David changed his steak house into a Rock and Sports themed 
bar in downtown Huntington Beach California called "Silvera's RockBar", and is no longer 50% owner of his sushi 
restaurant, agreeing to terms to sell his half of ownership over to his ex-wife after a year long court battle. In a recent 
interview with HeadBanger's Blog, Jonathan Davis said that he had not heard anything from David since his 
"hiatus". David Silveria has earlier been removed from the band member section of their official website and now 
recently also from their MySpace site. More recently, Korn named Ray Luzier as their new full-time drummer, 
confirming that David has left Korn for good. For the first time in three years David appeared promoting Lil Kim in 
Dancing with the Stars, he also introduced himself as "David Silveria from Korn". In May 2010 Silveria appeared as 


a model for Remetee clothing.”!

Korn (promoted with a ya as KoA) is the self-titled debut album by American nu metal band Korn released on 
October 11, 1994 through Immortal/Epic Records. It has been certified double platinum by the RIAA in the us 
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Background 


Prior to the recording of their self-titled debut album, Korn released a demo entitled Neidermeyer's Mind. Korn 
recorded at Underground Chicken Sound, in Huntington Beach, California.!7! The demo album featured 4 tracks, 3 of 
which appear on their self-titled debut.3! 4! The songs "Blind" "Predictable" & "Daddy. The 4th song "Alive" was 


reworked into the song "Need To" 


While Korn was looking for a place to record their debut album, they asked producer Ross Robinson to produce their 
album. Robinson told Korn about the Indigo Ranch, Malibu, California. While at the studio, Korn recorded most of 
the album with all members playing at the same time. The equipment Korn used is what gave the music it's 
"distinctive" sound & quality.! Korn finished recording their self titled album by the end of 1993 & the album was 


released October 11, 1994.!°! Korn was released through Immortal/Epic.! 


Promotion 


After Korn finished recording the album, they began touring with Biohazard. Their record company gave them 
enough money for their own tour bus. Korn's first gig was in Atlanta, Georgia.'7! About half way through the tour, 
the tour bus that their record company gave them stopped working, forcing the band to find a new one.8! This first 
tour proved very unsuccessful in promoting the album.'?! Aside from them touring, Korn released 4 singles. "Blind" 
was released in 1994 & "Shoots & Ladders" was released in 1995, with the latter receiving a Grammy Award 


nomination in 1997 for Best Metal Performance.!""! None of the album's singles have ever charted, |!) 


Musical & lyrical style 


The album merges influences from groove metal, funk metal, grunge, hip-hop, and heavy metal which altogether 
made a sound which would later be called nu metal. It is regarded as the 1st album of this genre. The band has been 


said to "disdain the metal or nu metal label" & consider the album more like a "heavy groove" 171 


While these elements have been adapted by other bands, the album includes elements that are unique to Korn, 
including scatting vocals, and the use of bagpipes. 


According to Stephen Thomas Erlewine, Korn borrows elements from such acts as Pantera, Jane's Addiction, Rage 


Against the Machine, Helmet, Faith No More, Mr. Bungle, Anthrax, Cypress Hill & N.w.Al3] According to author 


Cheryl Lynette Keyes, Korn's sound originated from the acid rap style of Esham.!!41 


Reception 


Since its release in 1994, the album has proven to be a seller over time, being certified 2x Platinum by the RIAA in 
the US. "Shoots & Ladders" was nominated for a 1997 Grammy Award for Best Metal Performance.

charted number 3 on the Billboard 200 and peaked number one on the New Zealand charts. 


The album has 15 tracks including the hidden track after "Kill You". Korn released three singles from the album and 
each charted on the UK chart. For the first time, Korn released covers of the songs "Lowrider" by War and "Wicked" 
by Ice Cube. The album features such themes as social encounters and revenge. The album cover was designed by 


Martin Riedl and its name is credited to Korn's bassist Reginald "Fieldy" Arvizu. It generally received mixed 
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reviews from critics. 


Writing and recording 


Writing for the band's sophomore album album started immediately after touring for their debut album. Guitarist 
James Shaffer the writing process as, "we didn't write nothin' for two years then we had creativity build up, like blue 
balls of creativity." Doug Small, author of The Story of Korn, said that "the band's songwriting method — a sort of 
collective building process wherein four instrumentalists, with the input of Jonathon [Davis], develop each other's 
ideas until they've created a monster — is truly a group effort." The album's lyrics — for the most part — were 
primarily written by lead singer Jonathan Davis. Drummer David Silveria told Modern Drummer, "somebody will 


start playing something and the rest of us will work around it and see where it goes." 


After playing at a few gigs with Deftones in California, United States, Korn went back to the studio to start recording 
Life Is Peachy in April 1996. Korn asked Ross Robinson to produce, and wanted to begin recording at Indigo 
Ranch, mostly because their first album had been recorded there and was a success./7! 3! The quick process was 
accompanied by drinking and partying. When Davis recorded, he preferred several other people be in the recording 


studio with him. 


Jason Arnopp, author of Slipknot: Inside the Sickness, Behind the Masks, along with Doug Small, insisted the album 
was rushed when it was put together. Silveria explained, "We went in really fresh, and we wanted to get it done 
quickly to capture that moment. So it was probably about sixty percent knowing what I was going to play and forty 


percent just playng whatever came to mind at that moment, It ended up really good, and it has a kind of energy I 


probably wouldn't have gotten if I'd worked everything out beforehand." Korn's bassist Reginald "Fieldy" Arvizu

said, "We wanted that same energy and inspiration we found up in the Malibu Hills. 


Booklet 


Korn's bassist Reginald "Fieldy" Arvizu came up with the title Life Is 


Peachy. The name came from Fieldy's Pee Chee folder. Fieldy often put 


"Life Is" in front of the brand name, which would humor him, '41 Fieldy said, 


"I used to doodle all over it [the file folder]. I drew long hair on the character 


and put guitars in their hands. I used to sketch stuff all the time. I eventually 


knew my scribbles might someday pay off. I thought that visual would make 


a really cool album cover.""4! Korn contacted the Pee Chee file folder 
company and asked for permission to use the file folder's image for an album 


cover, offering twenty thousand dollars ($20,000), resulting in the company 


turning the offer down. The name Life Is Peachy was agreed by band | 
members to be a "great" name for the album, and kept the name but didn't Card in Life Is Peachy

The front cover of Life Is Peachy depicts a boy looking in the mirror, seeing a much larger person behind him. The 
photo was taken by Martin Riedl. The design and concept were by Scott Leberacht. Other pictures in the booklet 
were taken by Stephen Stickler.!"! Doug Small said that it "continued the threatened child theme as depicted on 
Korn's artwork." The cover is mostly black and white, with an "little boy, hair combed, straightening his tie in a gilt 


mirror; behind him looms a larger, shadowed presence." 


The booklet, along with every other album by Korn, does not feature printed lyrics to the songs. The band has 
explained that the reason the booklets do not feature this is because he believes fans should not rely on printed lyrics 
because it limits the experience in listening to the music. As Davis told MTV's Serena Altschul, "I think music is 
something that every individual has their own meaning to the song. They can come up with whatever the hell I'm 


saying and that's the beauty of it and that's what I wanna keep there."!°! 
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Touring and promotion 


After Korn finished recording Life Is Peachy, they began touring in the Sick of it All Tour, beginning on January 21 
1995, and ending in March 1995.'71 Kom released a promotional disc called Life Is Peachy Tour Sampler, with 
Incubus and The Urge. The album featured 3 tracks, "Chi" (live) by Korn, "All Washed Up" (live) by The Urge, and 


"Hilikus" (live) by Incubus. The promo was released after Life Is Peachy, and lasts for twelve minutes and seventeen

Osbourne, Sugar Ray, Cradle of Thorns, Incubus, Life of Agony, 

Metallica, and others, !! In 1997, Korn toured solo, and headlined at often sold out shows, #1 Limp Bizkit also 
toured with Korn to promote Life Is Peachy"?! In 1997, Korn toured in the Lollapalooza summer tour. They toured 


with Tool, Snoop Dogg, Jane's Addiction, Prodigy, and others, 13! 


On July 18, not even a month into the tour, the band played their finally gig for Lollapalooza. Guitarist James 
Shaffer was diagnosed with a life-threatening illness called viral meningitis. Jonathan Davis issued a written 
statement about Shaffer's illness saying, "We love our fans. This is the last thing we want to do, but it's the only 
decision to make at this time. It just doesn't feel right without [Shaffer]."""4) The statement also acknowledge fans 


that "there is no suitable replacement for [Shaffer] during his recuperation.""/4! 


Aside from touring, Korn also released three promotional singles following the album's release. "No Place to Hide" 
was the album's first promotional single. The single features the song "Proud", a song that was previously 
unreleased.''*! Other versions include both original remixed versions of songs featured on their 1994 debut 
album."°! The song "A.D.I.D.A.S." was released as a single on March 4, 1997.""71 The song's music video was 
directed by Joseph Kahn_4! Reginald "Fieldy" Arvizu said that "It was one of the hardest videos we ever made 
because we all had to lie still on cold metal slabs for hours, pretending to be dead. We wore dirty blue contacts in our 


eyes that made us partially blind while they were in" 


Music and lyrical themes 


Life Is Peachy opens with the forty-nine second prelude "Twist". The track's vocal style is called Scat, or vocal 
improvisation with random vocables and nonsense syllables or without words at all. Doug Small described the 
singing as "spitting out the twisted rantings of a madman," and said that it was fit for the album's introduction. An a 
cappella version of "Twist" is included as a hidden track after "Kill You". "K@#@%!"'s (which is also known as 
Kunts!) concept was explained by bassist Reginald "Fieldy" Arvizu, "when you were a kid and you heard the f-word 
in a song, you'd rewind it a hundred times just to hear them say it. So we just said 'Let's put as many cuss words in 
one song as we could possibly do,' and I guarantee little kids that are fuckin’ ten years old are freaking out about that 


song. They're freaking out." "A.D.I.D.A.S." is an Acronym for "All Day I Dream About Sex". 
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The album spans several genres, including nu meta rap meta and alternative metal.!'?! Sputnikmusic said 
that the band takes "take the sound they established on their self titled debut and push it in a darker and, on occasion, 
more humorous direction." Tower Records said that the album was "full of shrilly, distorted guitar squeals, 
bass-heavy darkness and laryngitis-inducing growls," while considering the album to mix the genres thrash metal, 


hip-hop, punk rock, funk, and humor. 


Q Magazine said that the album was both harsh and hard, and Stephen Thomas Erlewine of Allmusic said that the 
album's rhythms were "straight out of underground black metal," while also noting that it "enhanced their metallic 
influences." With the same band-line up as their previous album, Korn, the band created an album cosidered to be 
darker than their debut album. Entertainment Weekly considered the album to be of interest to "mental-health 
professionals." Jon Pareles stated that the album's themes characterize Korn being "Mad at Everybody, Including 
Themselves," and considered his feelings for Korn were mutual. iTunes said Life Is Peachy was "a barrage of 


throttling, detuned guitar aggression that erupts from the bottom like molten lava." 


Reception 


Life Is Peachy received mixed reviews from critics. The album debuted on number three spot on the "Billboard" 200. 
Q Magazine said the album is "Harsher and harder than their groundbreaking debut."!!! Atimusic said "Korn add 
enough elements of alternative rock song structure to make the music accessible to the masses, and their songwriting 


has continued to improve."!!?! 


iTunes commented that "Regardless of the musical textures, Life Is Peachy is unified 
in its focus."?7) Entertainment Weekly said that the album left the "impression that frontman Jonathan Davis is 
turning his well-publicized childhood traumas into a cheap marketing device". They gave it a C- and said that it 


"may be of interest to mental-health professionals."7”! 


In 1998 "No Place to Hide" earned the band a second Grammy nomination in Best Metal Performance category. The 
single peaked number twenty-six on the UK Singles Chart. The albums second single, A.D.I.D.A.S. peaked number 
twenty-two on the UK Singles chart, and also appeared on American Billboard Hot 200, as well as the ARIA Charts. 
"Good God", the albums third and final single, peaked at number twenty on UK Singles chart, as well as making it 
onto the ARIA Charts. The whole album peaked number one on the New Zealand charts. The album also peaked 
number three on the Billboard 200, and number thirty-two on the UK Albums Chart. Herzebeth from Metal Storm 
Webzine said that Life Is Peachy is Korn's best album,!73!

Follow the Leader is the third studio album by American nu metal band Korn. The album was released on August 
18, 1998, through Immortal/Epic. This was their first album not produced by Ross Robinson. Instead, it was 
produced by Steve Thompson and Toby Wright. 

The album peaked at number one on four charts, including the Billboard 200. and is often credited with bringing nu 


metal to the mainstream. The album received a 7x Platinum certification in the United States, as well as a 5x 
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Platinum certification in Australia and Canada. Its singles "Got the Life" and "Freak on a Leash", both charted on 
more than three charts, and their music videos are considered to be the first music videos retired from mtv. The 
album generally received positive reviews by critics. Korn was praised by Allmusic saying the album is "an effective

The Family Values Tour promoted the album, along with its five singles. The song "Freak on a Leash" was

Follow the Leader is recognized as Korn's mainstream breakthrough, and the album that ultimately ushered nu metal 
and re-ushered heavy metal into the mainstream.! Follow the Leader was released August 18, 199801] and was 
awarded Seven-times Multiple Platinum in the US on March 15, 2002, by the RIAA I In fall of 1998, Korn started 
the Family Values Tour. It was called this because as bassist Reginald "Fieldy" Arvizu says "because so many of 
their friends who were like family to us played in bands".!'2! The toured started on September 22, 1998, to October 
31, 1998. The tour featured a 27 track set-list, and grossed over 6.4 million (6,400,000). Korn maintained a generally 
low ticket price, usually no more than thirty dollars.

Follow the Leader is seventy minutes and eight seconds long. Allmusic said, "They write songs, but those wind up 
not being nearly as memorable as their lurching metallic hip-hop grind." Entertainment Weekly commented that 
Follow the Leader was Korn's "gimmick", while saying the album had "steely riffs" and "stomping beats"! Tower 
Records said the album "combines streamlined metal with ominous industrial touches and an undercurrent of hip-hop 
rhythm," and also said it was an "urban nightmare”!!!

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Issues is the fourth studio album by American nu metal band Korn, released November 16, 1999 through Immortal 
Records. Since its release, the album has sold over 11,000,000 copies worldwide. It was awarded a 4x platinum 
certification in 1999. The album was promoted throughout 2000 by the band's highly successful Sick and Twisted 
Tour. 


Album information 


The album featured four different covers each designed by Korn fans as part of an MTV contest (the winning cover 
was designed by Alfredo Carlos; another album cover for special limited edition of the album features a cartoonish 


half-caricature for the band). There is also a rare limited edition 5th cover. 


Certain songs from the album were played during Woodstock 99, though all of them had different names and lyrics 


to the final versions. 


The first single, "Falling Away from Me", debuted on the hit TV show South Park in an episode titled "Korn's 
Groovy Pirate Ghost Mystery" on October 27, 1999. The band was featured in cartoon form as Scooby Doo-style 


mystery solvers. 


The album includes five short ‘interlude’ tracks (1, 4, 7, 9 and 14) mixed in with the other regular length songs. 


Issues is also the first Korn album not to have a hidden track, with only static fading out at the end of the album. 


The release of /ssues was preceded by the unusual show at New York's historic Apollo Theater and broadcast the 
concert simultaneously across many radio stations one day prior to release. This performance made Korn only the 
second white musical group and the first ever rock band to ever perform at The Apollo after the legendary Buddy 
Holly in the late 1950s. The band has performed the album in its entirety, as well a couple of older songs during the 
encore. This event incorporated NYPD marching drum and bagpipe band conducted by composer and friend of 
Jonathan Davis, Richard Gibbs. 


The special edition of /ssues comes with a bonus EP titled All Mixed Up, which is also available as a separate 


release. 


All three singles, and the song "Trash", were included on their greatest hits album. 
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Reception 


Although the album received rather mixed reviews on the moment of release, it became a commercial success. 
According to the band in the booklet that comes with Greatest Hits, Vol. 1 album, they did not want to be part of a 
popular trend and wanted to do their own thing. Thus the hip hop elements of Follow the Leader were removed 
moving the band in a more alternative metal sound rather than nu metal. The band admits that with Brendan O'Brien 
working alongside them, he kept them more focused during recording so far as to not letting them just fool around 
and party, and that there was a lot less drinking this time around especially in Jonathan's part since he quit drinking a 


year earlier.

Within its 
songs, "Did My Time" was previously released as a CD single for the movie Lara Croft Tomb Raider: The Cradle of 
Life, and "Right Now" was accompanied by a provocative cartoon video animated by Spike and Mike. This is also 
the band's last full studio album featuring Brian "Head" Welch. The album is followed by a long silence before a live 
cover of Metallica's "One" starts playing. The album was also released in a "clean" version which utilized 
backmasking as well as growling in place of profanity. The band has admitted in interviews to writing this album at 
somewhat of a rushed pace, due to the sales of Untouchables not reaching the heights they were expecting, and 


having to write with the time restraint of being on that summer's Ozzfest tour. 


Musical and lyrical themes 


Take a Look in the Mirror marks Korn's attempt to return to a more aggressive sound as featured on their earlier 
albums, with guitarists Brian "Head" Welch and James "Munky" Shaffer mostly utilizing thick, heavy distortion and 
the occasional clean tones for contrast.!'"! The album features elements of alternative metal and post hardcore as 
well as a reworking and re-recording of the track "Alive", the first song the band wrote, which got Davis into the 
band. The song had previously only been released on the band's first demo, Neidermeyer's Mind (reworked on their 
first album as "Need To"). Also of note is the song "Play Me", which features rapper Nas,!!?1 making Take a Look in 
the Mirror the first Korn album since Follow the Leader to feature such a collaboration. Furthermore, Davis plays 
bagpipes on "Let's Do This Now", marking the return of a tradition that has, to date, only been absent on 2002's 
Untouchables and 2010's Korn III: Remember Who You Are.

The band also did 
a See You On The Other Side world tour to heavily promote the album which included a special one song 


performance on a plane from London to New York City. 


Musical and lyrical themes 


With regards to the album's musical direction, Jonathan Davis commented, 


It's funky, it's heavy, it's dark and sometimes, industrial-tinged. Working with so many different people and everything, it's made it out to be a 
really well-rounded album of a lot of different things. It's definitely Korn, it's definitely groove-oriented. But it's our most experimental album 
to date. We're very excited. We're all sitting around, when we listen to it, looking at each other going, 'I can't believe that's us.' I think people 


are really going to dig it. 


Critical reception 


On average, See You on the Other Side generally received much warmer critical reception than the previous studio 
album, Take a Look in the Mirror, scoring a Metacritic average of 64.! Reviewers appreciated the band's desire to 
experiment and noted that the album combined well their signature sound with the freshness that producers The 
Matrix and Atticus Ross added to the band's sound.!"®! Commercially, the album was successful, proving that Korn

The untitled eighth studio album by American nu metal band Korn was released on July 31, 2007, through Virgin 
Records. The standard edition holds thirteen tracks, whereas the deluxe edition holds fourteen. The album was 
intentionally released without a title, as vocalist Jonathan Davis reasoned, "why not just let our fans call it whatever 
they wanna call it?" The album has been certified Gold in the US." 


Background information 


This album was the first without former drummer David Silveria, instead, Korn enlisted the help of Terry Bozzio, 
Brooks Wackerman, as well as Jonathan Davis for drumming. Also, the band recruited Zac Baird for keyboarding in 
this album. An MTV article published on May 17, 2007 includes an interview with Munky as he details the process 
of the new studio album, while also revealing several song titles. On May 28, vocalist Jonathan Davis joined Radio 
3FM immediately after his performance at the Pinkpop Festival in Holland. He commented on the band's upcoming 
album, stating it "will not be titled." He elaborated, "We had the world's greatest drummer Terry Bozzio in and 
Brooks Wackerman from Bad Religion in and I played drums on some songs too. I'm so proud of it, we just can't 
wait to show people what we've done." Davis went on to say "We didn't want to label this album. It has no 


boundaries. It has no limits and why not just let our fans call it whatever they wanna call it?" 


Terry Bozzio's contributions 


After successfully recording six tracks with Bozzio, Zac Baird announced that Bozzio would not be touring with the 
band on the Family Values Tour 2007. Jonathan Davis claims "things just got weird [with Bozzio]." Brooks 
Wackerman of Bad Religion was brought in to record some tracks, and even Jonathan Davis himself contributed, 
something not done since 1999's Issues. Munky stated in an interview that Bozzio had imposed himself on the band. 
He mentioned that among other things, Bozzio had demanded to be a full member of the band while receiving 25% 
interest; the band felt that this was "offensive", therefore, Korn decided not to tour with Bozzio. Joey Jordison of 


Slipknot would tour with Korn on the Family Values Tour, along with the Bitch We Have a Problem Tour. 


The Matrix's departure 


When premiering the single "Evolution" on KROQ on May 16, 2007, guitarist Munky noted that the band 
re-recorded much of The Matrix's tracks with Atticus Ross because of the band being dissatisfied with how the 


material had turned out. This was later confirmed in a Reuters/Billboard article: 


This time around, amid some changes—founding drummer David Silveria is on hiatus to become a restaurateur, and The Matrix left the 
project early in the recording process—the band has crafted perhaps its most musically serious work since 2002's Untouchables. On the 
album's 13 tracks, Korn balances every chorus with murky keyboard atmospheres and toying arrangements, with songs that deeply explore a 


mood before exploding into a frenzy. 
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Musical style 


"We always wanted the atmospheres, and to really go deep," guitarist Munky told Billboard. "It wasn't until this 
record that we really felt comfortable to do that. As records progress, the urge to do that becomes greater. We feel 
like we've finally solidified ourselves in the rock world, and wanted to take this one a little deeper into that direction. 
It's less pop, and it's more experimental." Jonathan Davis said of the songs, "I don't want to say that it's heavy, 


because that pisses the other band members off. It's still the Korn sound, but it's also very atmospheric." 


Release 


The album was released through EMI/Virgin in various territories, starting on July 27, 2007. The band ventured on 
the trio's Family Values Tour 2007 several days prior to the release and toured in support of the new record. The 
deluxe edition contains the bonus track "Sing Sorrow" (which precedes the thirteenth track, "I Will Protect You"), a 
bonus DVD containing behind-the-scenes footage, hundreds of never-before seen photos of the band. The album 
debuted at #2 on the Billboard 200, a personal best since Untouchables. Though debuting at number two like 
Untouchables, the untitled album sold less than one quarter of the units in its first week. It also fell off the charts 


within twelve weeks, accumulating twenty weeks altogether.

Critical reception 


Critical response to the album has been mixed to negative, with the most positive reviews coming from IGN, The 
Gauntlet, and Billboard. IGN noted that "There's an overall cohesion from start to finish, and repeated listens 
continue to reveal new and intriguing elements at every turn, which bodes well for the future" {17 while The 
Gauntlet wrote " 'Untitled’ is the most articulate recording the band has delivered to date.""'3! Entertainment Weekly 


also praised the album as being the band's best release "since 1999's 'Issues' wll] 


On the contrary, Allmusic critic Stephen Thomas Erlewine noted that the band is going through a "middle-age 
slump" and that the album "doesn't break them out of it."15] Rolling Stone asserted that Korn sounds "wounded and 
diminished","*! while PopMatters agreed, calling it "tired, bland and dated... merely going through the motions 


rather than creating honest music."

Background 


After releasing their untitled eighth album in July 2007 through their two-record deal with Virgin Records, Korn 
took a ten-month hiatus so that the members could focus on different projects. Guitarist James "Munky" Shaffer 
started the recording of his side-project Fear and the Nervous System's debut album.) tn July, Shaffer reported on 
the band's MySpace page that the album would not be released August 8, 2008 as previously mentioned. Bassist 
Reginald "Fieldy" Arvizu recorded guitars for the as of yet unreleased StillWell debut album Surrounded by Liars. 
Vocalist Jonathan Davis recorded his first solo album along with his back-up band the SFA's who also backed Davis 


on his Alone I Play tour. 


When getting back into the studio for the recording of the band's ninth studio album, Korn hired Ross Robinson, 
whom the band had previously worked with for the recording of their first two albums, Korn and Life Is Peachy, to 
act as producer. They also hired drummer Ray Luzier, whom they had previously toured with, to replace former 
drummer David Silveria as of now. This will be Luzier's first appearance on a Korn album. >! During this time the 


band was unsigned and funded the recording of the album and the Escape From the Studio Tour themselves.!11! 
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Writing and recording 


In the early stages of production, Luzier, Arvizu, and Shaffer wrote material for the album in Arvizu's garage. 
During this time, Davis has purposely kept himself away from hearing the band's new material, saying that after the 
band has arranged the songs along with Robinson he will start working on the actual lyrics.!'7! 131 The band reported 
that they wrote about fifteen or sixteen tracks of original material during this time!!! According to Arvizu, the band 
had plans to play some new material on the tour but decided to abandon the idea due to the plethora of material that 


has been coming out during the band recording sessions. !!4] 


After the conclusion of the band's Escape From the Studio Tour in late 2009 the band returned to the studio with 
Robinson to begin recording sessions.!!!! While the band's previous album had been more experimental and

contained keyboards performed by touring member Zac Baird to give their music more atmosphere, 
was recorded as a four-piece band with guitars and lap steel!!6! by Shaffer, bass by Arvizu, drums by Luzier, vocals 
by Davis.°! |"!

Composition and themes 


In April 2009, vocalist Jonathan Davis revealed that he was planning to make the album a concept album, and that it 
was to lyrically revolve around the concept of five symbols that Davis identifies as the "downfall of man"!71 7] One 
of these symbols is organized religion, something that Davis considered to be responsible for a lot of things that have 
gone wrong in the world today.! (1 The other symbols are drugs, power, money, and time!71 171 Tn September 
2009, however, Davis said that his idea for a concept album was not turning out as he had originally intended. He 
proposes that, instead, he is just going to sing however he feels at that moment. Davis also feels the album will 
combine the "raw catharsis of early Korn records" with the "storytelling [of recent records]". He commented, "I 
wanted it to start out as a concept album but now there are other things coming up that I want to talk about. I don't 
know necessarily if the concept's going to stick or not ... It's weird. I've been humming my lyrics along with the band 
as they play. I haven't done that in forever. We'd usually do our parts separately, and then I'd do my thing over the 
music after the song was done. We've been writing altogether as a band this time. I've been freestyling all of these 
lyrics that aren't necessarily about the five things I initially came up with for the album's concept. It's total 
freestyling—complete stream-of-consciousness. I'm really digging it. I might just go with what's coming out of my 


body at that moment..."71] 


Davis also proposed that the album will recall their early albums, using a vibe that does not sound over-produced,!®! 


He elaborates, "We're not trying to do Korn IT, or Life Is Peachy II, but it's just to have that vibe back where it's not 
too over-produced. Just slamming people's faces, like we did back, in '94, '95, and '96." Davis concludes that the 
album will be simple, rather than complicated as he proposes their previous few albums were.8! In April 2010 Davis 
revealed that topics for songs were "about me living my life for others when I shouldn't, people-pleasing all of the 
time, stress, guilt and all kinds of emotions we live with everyday that destroy us and tear us down. I write about all 
of the fake people around us and how I always try to fix other people's problems. I write what I feel, and it comes out 


naturally. I've got a lot of shit built up inside me; that doesn't go away,"77] 


During the recording of the album guitarist James Shaffer used several vintage guitars, echos, long delays and 
reverbs as well as employed fingerpicking during certain instrumental passages, 77] Producer Ross Robinson also 


involved Shaffer with creating different guitar sounds by experimenting with effect pedals, beating the guitar with a 
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drum stick or shaking Shaffer while he was playing!!! Shaffer also commented that "When we did the first two 
records, we broke the music down to a completely emotional beast. Through the years, we started to experiment with 
vocal harmonies and more orchestrated pieces. Recording this album, we brought that knowledge into the raw 
emotion of what we already knew. You hear the melodies and layers, but it still comes from a very primitive 
Korn."?7) an drum parts by Luzier were recorded without the use of a click track?) allowing the band to change 
tempo during different parts of the songs. Robinson often confronted Luzier stopping in the middle of takes and 
confronting him wondering why he was wasting his time, according to Shaffer this was done to make Luzier 
understand the obstacles Korn had to overcome.!!®! Luzier commented "The first week or so, I was having a hard 
time with it. I wanted to strangle the guy. He was punching cymbals, kicking stands, screaming. On a couple of 
tracks on the record, you can actual hear him yelling. He would come up and push my arm on a fill. It was 


intense." 


“I Luzier also earned the nickname "Dr. Octopus" during the recording process because many of his drum 
takes demanded the Luzier would cross his arms to reach different drums and cymbals, 7°! Luzier also commented 
much of his playing were different then his previous work, particularly the album's first single — "Oildale (Leave Me 
Alone)" — which according to Luzier described "[that] groove is so weird and odd for me to play, so I would come 
up with my own ideas but Ross would alter them. Some of them he would try to take in another direction, or if I was 
hitting the kick on the down, he would say, ‘What if you put all the kicks on the upbeats and hit the downbeat with 
the floor tom instead?’ The “Oildale” song is just that. The main groove of it is me hitting the floor tom and all the 


ul2 


kicks are on the upbeats °! Vocalist Jonathan Davis also remarked that he "didn't stack four or five vocal parts like 


I usually do. I'm singing one part for every song, which was scary. It's just me and the microphone, and you can 


really hear the emotion."'77! 


Title and packaging 


During the recording process the band referred to the album as Korn II — a reference to the band's early material!!! 
— later the title of the album was extended to Korn III — Remember Who You Are. Davis explained that meaning of 
the albums title with: "It comes down to one question: 'Who the fuck am I?' It's about remembering where we came 
from. The title sums up everything I'm talking about lyrically.""77! Shaffer also commented that "You can lose focus 
of why you wanted to start playing music in the beginning because you can get caught up in the money and the fame 
and the traveling. It’s kind of like, ‘OK, let’s hit the reset button’."?>) Drummer Ray Luzier related in an interview 
with Altsounds: 


Well, it's exactly what it reads as — it's "Korn III" because it's our third album with [producer] Ross Robinson. It's not like we're trying to start 

a new generation of KORN or anything, but I'm a permanent member now it feels like a mini fresh start. "Remember Who You Are"? Well, 
we're not in the giant comfy recording studio that we're used to, we tried not to be too overproduced and really tried to capture our passion. 

That's pretty much what this whole record's about. There was nothing like, "Let's try and play our instruments perfectly." It was much more, 
"Let's just rock this," and we played what we felt like at the time. It's all about the passion. I kind of miss that. You hear so many records 
nowadays that just sound perfect, and when you see the band live they're very untidy. You're just left with this feeling of, "Why? That sucks!" 
[laughs] When we play our songs live, they sound just like the album, except with an added energy of the live scenario. We're kind of proud oi 
that.

The front photo was 
shot in Oildale, California, and was described by Roadrunner Records as a "gripping image",?7] Jay DiNitto from 
Noisecreep named the cover the album cover of the week.

Life Is Peachy and their debut album Korn, saying that the album's cover "... is less elaborate, embracing a 


minimalism with a simple photo and hearkening back to the album art seen on their self-titled debut and their 
follow-up, Life Is Peachy."7*! Doug Small, author of the book Korn, said the the band debut album cover depicted 
"a little girl, all prettied up in a purple dress with a matching bow in her blonde hair, brings her swing to a stop in the

playground to squint in the sun at the man standing before her. *! Small also described the Life Is Peachy cover as 
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"a little boy, hair combed, straightening his tie in a gilt mirror; behind him looms a larger, shadowed presence, 9"!

Promotion 


In August 2009, Korn announced plans to release a three-track EP featuring an instrumental demo from the 
upcoming album.!! The EP was released digitally exclusively to premium-paying members of Korn's website on 
September 28, 2009.7! The band also allows premium-paying members of their website to view live studio 
production sessions via webcam.!*! Guitarist James Shaffer revealed in an interview that the band intends to embark 
on an eighteen-month world tour to promote the album, starting in February.*4 In January 2010 Kevin Lyman 
revealed that Korn would headline the Rockstar Mayhem Festival tour, throughout North America along with Rob 
Zombie, Lamb of God and Five Finger Death Punch.!35! Jonathan Davis later revealed plans for the Ballroom Blitz 
Tour, a concert tour featuring 2Cents, held in smaller venues similar to that of the band's first tours, 761 On May 27, 
Roadrunner Records released a free MP3 download for the song "Are You Ready to Live?" but only for a 24 hour 
period, 37! On March 27, 2010 they performed the first single from the album, entitled "Oildale (Leave Me Alone)", 
at their show in Anchorage, Alaska.?®! On July 1, 2010 the band were musical guests at Jimmy Kimmel Live where 


they performed "Oildale (Leave Me Alone)" and "Let the Guilt Go" 871 


In July a number of viral videos were released by the band, the first two videos included amateur footage of crop 
circles and unidentified flying objects, while the second two videos included news footage of the phenomenons 
identifying its location as Kern County, !??! The Korn logo could also be seen in one of the crop circles.4°! On July 7 
the band announced Korn Live: The Encounter, A Concert for Korn IIT: Remember Who You Are, a live concert 
filmed on June 24 at the crop circles."! The concert would be premiered via HDNet on July 11, and the day after 
via MySpace. !4!! The unusual setting for the concert was inspired by Pink Floyd's 1972 Live at Pompeii concert, the 
80-minute concert included several new songs from the upcoming album, as well as older songs and fan favorites 40! 
Davis noted that "the setting and the mood took us into a totally new direction musically. We took the opportunity to 
stretch out and experiment with the performance" while Shaffer described it as "a new frontier musically for 


Korn". LO 


Release and critical reception 


In an interview in October 2009 guitarist Shaffer revealed that the band had discussed several different options to 
release the album, with or without being signed to a record label. Shaffer mentioned releasing the songs three at a 
time on the internet, on a USB key or on CD, or possibly all three options, 41 While no official release date has been 
set Shaffer mentioned a possible release in February 2010.44! In December 2009 Davis revealed that the recording 
of the album is complete and that the album is targeted for a June 2010 release?! tn J anuary 2010 a video of the 
band recording the song "Are You Ready to Live?" (under the demo title "My Time") was leaked, >?! uploaded 
copies of the song and video, which has been described as "old school Korn" 531 were quickly removed by the band's 


management. 


On March 15, in the announcement of the Ballroom Blitz Tour, the album title was also revealed to be "Korn II: 
Remember Who You Are" 71 In March 2010 Shaffer revealed via an online chat with fans that Korn had chosen to 


sign with Roadrunner Records, 4! 


this was later confirmed by Davis who called the label "a good home [for Korn]" 
and added that "they're one of the last real, respected labels left... We looked at all the other options and didn't want 
to go down that road again."38) Davis also explained that the band ultimately decided to abandon the idea of 
releasing the album independently, "We could do it on our own, but it's so complicated with all the business aspects 


and marketing and all that other stuff that I'm never really into..." 


The album was released on July 6, 2010 in Japan, and Australia and Germany three days later. The album was to be 
released on July 13 in the United Kingdom, the same day where it was shipped to North America and New Zealand, 


but this date was pushed back to July 12. The album was released on July 20 in Mexico. 
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The album received generally positive reviews from critics. Allmusic's Stephen Thomas Erlewine who gave a very 
poor review of 2007's untitled album noted that "They’ve gone back to the coiled, furious sputter of their debut but 
there’s no disguising that Korn is an older band, substituting precision for frenzy without diluting their power" and 
gave the album a 4 out of 5 rating, “7! Rick Florino of ARTISTdirect gave the album a 5 out of 5 rating and 
described "Are You Ready to Live?" as "some of the darkest places Korn has ever ventured".!43! Giles Moorhouse of 
Rock Sound gave the album a 8 out of 10 rating and noted that "Let the Guilt Go" "is an absolute monster and will 
easily go toe-to-toe against mosh anthems like Slipknot's "Duality" and Drowning Pool’s "Bodies" without breaking 
a sweat".47! The BBC's Louis Pattison had a different take on the band's back-to-basics approach, though, writing: 


"Remember Who You Are is the sound of a band not so much rediscovering their past as recycling it." Pel

In an interview, vocalist Jonathan Davis stated that there are no explicit details for when the album will be released, 
and that it is just something the band would be working on during their spare time. Despite the silence that ensued 
following the album's failure to meet its unspecified April 2005 release date, Davis confirmed in an interview on July 
18, 2007, that the band still intended to complete the project.!!! In November 2008, on his official site, Jonathan 
Davis stated that they still plan on releasing the album. In a recent interview with Fieldy, he stated that he hopes on 
releasing it soon, after the band does some more covers.! On July 12, 2010, during Call of Duty: Game With Fame, 
Jonathan Davis announced that the long awaited "Korn Kovers" will not be making an official appearance in retail 


stores due to unforeseen circumstances. Songs may still be released in the future through other means.

Confirmed titles 


The track listing has undergone various revisions throughout development since early reports from October 2004. 
However, the following listing includes those that were originally revealed when Korn Kovers was announced. Korn 
has gone on to restated their desire to cover the same tracks on multiple occasions. "Fight the Power" was 


originally recorded exclusively for Korn Kovers, but has since appeared on the xXx: State of the Union soundtrack in 
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2005. "Love My Way" received airplay in 2005, which led to an MP3 rip of the song surfacing on the Internet 
shortly after. It has been mentioned that P. Exeter Blue I of American rock band Deadsy provided backing vocals on 
the track. In regards to "God of Emptiness", on July 19, 2007, Blabbermouth.net reported that there is currently no 
confirmation regarding whether Korn's version of the track, which was recorded during sessions of their fourth 


studio album Jssues, will appear on Korn Kovers.

Background 


Before Korn had even developed a name, they moved into a small house together in Huntington Beach, California, 
south of Los Angeles, where they began working on songs." Later, they rented a studio from Jeff Creath, the same 
person that let lead singer Jonathan Davis live in his garage. The studio was called "Underground Chicken Sound." 
While they were recording at Underground Chicken Sound, a group of people had been loitering around outside the 


studio.! The band began playing an prelude to a later song, "Clown" (a song appearing on their 1994 debut album!>! 
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). When they began playing the song's riffs, a larger crowd gathered around, finding Korn to sound good. The band's 


bassist Reginald "Fieldy" Arvizu, said it was because it sounded so "different."!°! 


While trying to find the a name for the band, someone suggested the name "Corn" after one of their performances, in 
reference to an incident with a homosexual couple the band was friends with, according to Brian Welch in his 
autobiography. At first, the band was against the name, and their manager, Larry, said that no record label would 
ever take them with that name. The band later decided to keep the name Corn, only altering the spelling and 


appearance. 


Music and structure 


The demo version of "Daddy", is shorter than the album version. While the later version is 9:32 in length, the demo 
version is 4:29 in length. The demo does not feature the a cappella intro; it starts immediately with Fieldy's bass riff. 
It also has a different chorus. After the instrumental bridge, there is an extra part to the song with Jonathan Davis 
singing: "Mommy! Why did Daddy touch me there?" which leads into "I didn't touch you there." The demo version 
of "Blind" has a noticeably shorter bridge and many other changes. "Predictable" has a slightly higher key than the 
version featured on their debut album.'”! "Alive" was scrapped with several of its sections reworked into the song 
"Need To" from the band's first album. A proper reworking of "Alive" eventually showed up on Korn's sixth album 


Take a Look in the Mirror, over a decade after its demo.

Away from Me" was used to open. However, "Blind" was used for the encore. The song is well-known for its intense 
performances. Former guitarist Brian "Head" Welch has covered the song live, with Welch playing guitar and 
singing lead vocals. When performed live, the main riff of the song is played as the outro instead of the bass coda 


that is present on the recorded version.

The song has been a concert staple since Korn started playing larger venues, although it was absent for most of the 
band's tour dates in support of their untitled album. During the Escape From the Studio Tour, the intro is played on 
bagpipes by Jonathan prior to "Helmet in the Bush". During some live performances, the song is followed by a short 
cover version of Metallica's "One". Other occasions included an instrumental excerpt of "Daddy" as an introduction, 
as well as various medleys of other Korn songs. A small excerpt of "The Blister Exists" by Slipknot was played 
within "Shoots and Ladders" at the 2007 Graspop Metal Meeting, most likely due to Korn's touring drummer at the 


time being Slipknot drummer Joey Jordison. 


Music video 


Like previous single, "Blind", the video for "Shoots and Ladders" shows clips of Korn performing in front of an 
energetic crowd. Korn is also seen performing in front of fake castle-like buildings. Munky can be seen with duct 
tape over his mouth coming out of a field of weeds and in the beginning, Jonathan can be seen tied up, hanging 
upside down. Other unknown people, who are believed to be friends of the band, appear in various clips as well. The 
band admits that this was the most difficult video they have ever done. The video aired in October 1995. "Shoots and 


Ladders" was filmed in a mini-golf court located in Downey, California.

After the song's release, Davis said in an interview, "It's just me and him ragging on each other. Some kids think that 
Korn and Limp Bizkit hate each other. But hey, why we would be in the same room talking to each other if we hated 
each other? We have total respect... Originally, the song was for B-Real of Cypress Hill. But his record label 


wouldn't let him do it. I'm glad, because this came out way better."!! 


Media response 
In an otherwise positive review of the album, Rolling Stone wrote about the song: 


It's too bad that Korn can go so easily from the potent to the pointless. The very next track, "All in the 
Family," is an MC duel between Davis and Fred Durst of Limp Bizkit, a stomping hip-hop track with a 
good-natured barrage of insults — except for the "faggot" and "fairy" cracks and lame-o lines like "Suck my 
dick, kid, like your daddy did" and "You're a fag and on a lower level." To Davis and Durst, that may just be 
harmless schoolyard jivin'. But Davis knows words can hurt — that was the whole point of "Faget" on Korn — 
and the homosexual slams in "All in the Family" cheapen, at least for those five minutes, the power and 
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integrity of an album otherwise devoted to kickin’ it against cruelty and prejudice.” 


Similarly, Steve Appleford of the Los Angeles Times called the song "a duet of cheap insults with Bizkit's Fred Durst 
that only diminishes one of Korn's strongest albums", !?! and the Winston-Salem Journal wrote, "one wonders how 
[Davis] could stumble so badly with 'All in the Family' — a scatological song crammed with crude jive and anti-gay 
jibes that severely undercuts an otherwise potent disc.""“! The Austin American-Statesman's critic wrote that the 
song's "pulsating rhythms... are undermined by countless references to guys’ private parts, the f- word, 'faggots' and 


incest.">! 


Mike Boehm, commenting in the Los Angeles Times attempted to consider the band's motivations in writing the 
lyrics: 
The homophobic epithets, the band might say, were not meant to disparage gays, but rather meaningless, 
street-talking jive by two guys "playing the dozens," the hoary African-American tradition—greatly influential 
on rap—of verbal combat that emphasizes the competitive trading of fanciful insults. After all, the title "All in 
the Family" calls back that lovable TV bigot, Archie Bunker, doesn't it? 


He goes on to write, "The ugliness of 'All in the Family' doesn't stem from overt homophobia; let's take Davis at his 
word that he harbors no ill feelings toward gays. Instead, it embodies the ingrained, unthinking homophobic bias that 


runs strong in our culture."

Music video 


The video, which received its world premiere on MTV in November 1999 during Spankin’ New Music Week, |! was 
directed by Limp Bizkit singer Fred Durst. It begins as a continuation of the famous video for "Freak on a Leash", 
starting with its closing animation. The video shows a young woman clearly distraught by an abuser (her father). 
Inside her room, she opens a box and appears to see the band inside, performing below hanging lightbulbs. The band 
is then surrounded by flashes of green electricity, and then appear inside her bedroom with flashes of red electricity. 
A crowd of young people have gathered outside the window, raising their arms in time to the beat. As her father 
angrily approaches her room with a switch in his hand, someone appears outside her window and helps her get 
outside. She leaves the house as the song ends and the crowd scatters. The band dissolves into red electricity and 


goes straight back into the box in her hands. She then runs off into the night. 


In the original version of the video, shortly before the band disappears into the box (once the teenage girl escapes 
through the window), Fred Durst made a "cameo" appearance in the video - his face appearing for a brief moment 
during one of the close-up shots of Jonathan Davis. Due to reasons which are somewhat unclear (it's rumoured that 


Davis spotted the cameo and objected), subsequent versions of the video have had the Fred Durst cameo removed. 


MTV Unplugged rendition 


Korn performed a memorable version of "Falling Away from Me" for the filming of MTV Unplugged in December 


2006, featuring hand bells and a glass harmonica.!7!

The song was played live on Jonathan Davis' Alone I Play Tour in 2007.

Brigitte Nielsen, Tatjana Patitz, Shannyn Sossamon, and actor Udo Kier. Brigitte and Udo would play villains in the 
2000 film, Doomsdayer. It received its world premiere in February 2000 on the short-lived USA Network music 
show Farmclub, alongside Limp Bizkit's video for their controversial single, "Break Stuff". Both groups made a 
guest appearance to introduce their respective videos.

There is also a "clean" version of the music video which shows the boy being taken 
into the TV at the beginning. This version omitted the explicit words and all of the real-event videos. The point of 


view is "inside" the TV instead of outside it. This version is the one shown at Sony BMG's official YouTube 
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channel. 


Appearances in media 
"Here to Stay" is featured on the soundtrack to ATV Offroad Fury 2. 


"Here to Stay" is in the adverts of the Spanish channel cuatro during the UEFA Euro 2008. In them, some players 
like Fernando Torres and Iker Casillas fight with robots to win the ball. A little sample of the beginning of the song 
(the principal riff) can be heard at the end of the advert. 


Professional boxer Kelly Pavlik uses the song as his entrance music.

This song was introduced to fans during a live show in Hammerstein Ballroom, NYC on June 10, 2002 which 
celebrated the release of the band's fifth album, Untouchables, and appears on the DVD release entitled Korn Live 
which presents that performance from New York City's well known venue. It has been played during the 
Untouchables promotional tour in 2002, but it was scrapped one year later from the band's setlist. It eventually 
returned in 2006 on the See You on the Other Side World Tour as a part of medley. The full song was played in the 


2006 Family Values Tour and on the current "Escape From the Studio" tour. 


Music video 
In the beginning, a high-school aged boy (played by Aaron Paul) is walking through the hallways of his school. Four 


girls are teasing and looking at him in disgust. A group of jocks on the other side of the hallway give him dirty looks 
and then beat him up. In the next scene, the boy is in his science class drawing strange pictures of his pain in his 
notebook. He goes to the pool to swim and the jocks see him there and beat him up. After that, he is in the locker 
room wrapped in a towel and is seen sweaty and increasingly agitated. We then see him in his room looking at his 
yearbook. He throws the year book at his window and looks in the phonebook for a service that says "Fantasy 
Escorts." He calls the service then shows up at his prom with a strange woman (played by Aimee Sweet). He vomits 


on everyone who had bullied him and gets his revenge. Korn performs inside his brain throughout the video. 


There is also another video that only shows KoRn performing the song in the room featured in the other video. 


Cover 


The song has been covered by rock band Evanescence, both on tour and for the 2004 live album Anywhere but 
Home, with a different intro that features piano arrangements. Lead singer Amy Lee said to the crowd at the 
beginning of the performance, "We're going to do something completely different now. This is by a band that we all 


like very much. I'm not even going to announce it; you ought to know what this is."

MTV supported a contest and a special program entitled mtvTREATMENT in which the winner was chosen to direct 
the video for "Alone I Break." It was shot in the form of a reality TV show where Jonathan Davis kills members of 
the band. The way of band member's death: Munky- electrocuted, Head- thrown off ledge, David- suffocated, 
Fieldy- poisoned. The video starts with the band performing in the downstairs foyer. Part way through the song, 
Jonathan turns towards Munky and acts aggressively towards him. This then leads to a short scuffle between the two, 
as Fieldy proceeds to break up the fight. Jonathan then storms out, and is seen throwing things around in his room, 
apparently enraged. Meanwhile, Munky takes a bath but soon falls asleep, as Jonathan finds a lamp nearby and 
pushes it into the tub, instantly electrocuting and killing Munky. Head is then seen looking around as the lights 
flicker on and off, implying that it this is happening while Munky is being killed. He then proceeds to the balcony as 
he speaks to someone on his cell phone, unaware that Jonathan is approaching. He pushes Head off the ledge, killing 
him. He then tosses his cell phone over as well. Later, David is sleeping with two women, as Jonathan creeps in with 
a pillow, suffocating him then quietly leaving. He moves downstairs where Fieldy is cooking Spaghetti Bolognaise 
in the kitchen. Jonathan takes out a bottle of rat poison from a cupboard and waits. Fieldy goes into the pantry to 
fetch some more ingredients, as Jonathan pours rat poison in the sauce. Fieldy serves himself, takes one bite, then 
dies. Jonathan, apparently pleased with himself, walks outside and proceeds toward the cameraman, as he falls to the 
floor. This implies that Jonathan killed him, too. All of this takes place throughout the night, implied by the band 
performing in the evening, Munky and Head dying at night, David being killed in the early hours of the morning, and 


Fieldy dying at the break of dawn. Jonathan also leaves and kills the cameraman in the morning.

The video was chosen through an online contest which encouraged fans and independent directors to create the video 
from scratch. However, this version of "Right Now", by Internet user Junoon, never officially aired on television. A 
version containing grotesque animation from Lloyd's Lunchbox, a series of cartoons that were created by Spike & 
Mike's Animation, received heavy airplay on MTV2's Headbangers Ball, whereas a "mirror mix" directed by Nathan 


Cox was included on limited pressings of Take a Look in the Mirror. 


The Lunchbox version of the video depicts a man in a green shirt who sings with the song, along with scenes of 
another man who does such harmful and gross things to his body, such as squeezing his eyeball, removing his 
fingernails, digging in his anus and smelling his finger, and eating the pus from his acne, while the green-shirted man 
sneezes out his lungs in one scene. At the end, the skull of the retarded man who abuses his body is pulled out when 


he swings the door shut with a string tied to his teeth (which depicts suicide).

"Word Up!" by American nu metal band Korn is a cover of the song by R&B group, Cameo. Its musical

Music video 


The music video for "Let the Guilt Go", directed by Nathan Cox, was premiered on September 2, 2010." The video 
begins with a view from inside a helicopter, flying over the crop fields of Bakersfield, with a number of crop circles 
visible below. It then cuts between footage of the band performing in said field, and a group of students who are 
studying, being approached and messed around with by a couple of college football bullies before being left alone. 
That night, the three students are driving by one of the crop fields when they spot a bright light coming from the sky; 
one of the passengers, a girl (Amber Marie Bollinger), leaves the vehicle and enters the bright light. She is 
momentarily picked up off the ground by the light, before being dropped back to earth moments later. 


The next day, the girl arrives at school dressed much more provocatively, which attracts the attention of the bullies 


from the day before. In class, the girl attracts the attention of one of the bullies, who fails to notice her testing newly 
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acquired telekinesis on a pencil, which she then launches into a picture of the very same bully. A following night, the 
two travel to a "make out spot", where the bully tries to force himself upon the girl. A bright flash of light explodes 
from within the car, and the video cuts to the girl throwing her head back as if to climax sexually; the boy having 


exploded into white smoke. The girl leaves the car, and walks off. 


The video then cuts to a final shot of the cropfield in nighttime, where there is a large crop circle with the words 
"Kodn III" present in the middle!!!

"Daddy" is a song written and recorded by American nu metal band Korn for their self-titled debut album. It is the 
album's 12th and final track. 


Concept 


The band's singer, Jonathan Davis, has stated that the song is about his painful experience of being molested as a 
child and not being believed.!"! However, he denied it was about physical or sexual abuse at the hands of his father, 
and the title and some concepts within the song stem from his parents not believing him. The song caused many to 
assume Rick Davis (Jonathan's father) had molested his son. It is a source of embarrassment for him, though his son 
has gone on the record in many interviews saying it was written about a family friend who sexually abused him. 
When a 12-year-old Jonathan tried to turn to his family, he said, they ignored him. Neither Jonathan nor Rick will 


say who the person was, though both say it was a woman, ?! 


In an early Kerrang! magazine interview, Jonathan was asked about the song, responding: 


"When I was a kid, I was being abused by somebody else and I went to my parents and told them about it, and 
they thought I was lying and joking around. They never did shit about it. They didn't believe it was happening 
to their son.... I don't really like to talk about that song. This is as much as I've ever talked about it..." - 


Jonathan Davis!*! 
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Music and structure 


The song eventually leads to Davis acting-out being stranded in a room, and shouting hostile things to whom it is not 
clarified which then leads to Davis weeping for a long period of time as the band continues on playing an 
instrumental track until eventually a door is heard shutting. The rest of the band did not know that the song was 


about his childhood prior to recording. 


After five minutes of silence at the end of the song, a discussion can be heard; a random audio clip that producer 
Ross Robinson found in an abandoned house. The argument revolves around a man named Michael and a woman 
named Geri conversing about the installation of a car part (apparently an exhaust manifold on a Dodge Dart). 


Michael can be heard yelling at Geri (profanity-laden) over the merits of the installation. 


Live performance 


The song is notable for, despite its popularity amongst fans, never being played live after the album version was 
recorded; an earlier version of the song was performed at each of their first three shows. Jonathan Davis says that the 


song is simply too personal for him to perform live. 


"He's already emotionally drained when he leaves the stage after our set, so I couldn't imagine him leaving the 


stage after playing that song."41 — Munky 


Occasionally, an instrumental excerpt of the song would be used as an introduction to "Shoots and Ladders" during 


early live performances. 


In a recent interview, Davis discussed how a few years ago on Korn's "Back To Basics" tour the band allowed fans to 
vote on which songs would be in the band's setlist. Daddy topped the list, but he declined to play it because of its 


emotional issues. 


"I don't play that song live because it's just magic,” Davis said. “If I play that song over and over every night, it'd lose 
its meaning. I don't want people to expect me to freak out like I did on that. That was what happened in that point in 


time, and that magic was captured, and I don't want to fuck with it." 


Demo version 


The demo version of the song, which is found on Neidermeyer's Mind, is shorter than the album version. While the 
album version is 9:32 in length, the demo version is 4:29 in length. The demo does not feature the a cappella intro; it 
starts immediately with Fieldy's bass riff. It also has a different chorus. After the instrumental bridge, there is an 
extra part to the song with Jonathan Davis singing: "Mommy! Why did Daddy touch me there?" which leads into "I 
didn't touch you there."

The Family Values Tour was created by the band Korn in 1998 to be an annual rock & rap tour. 


The tour began in 1998 and would take the year off in 2000, due to heavy competition from other tours, such as the 
Anger Management Tour and the Summer Sanitarium Tour. After a four year hiatus, the Family Values returned in 
2006 with Korn and Deftones as the headliners. 2006 featured a second stage for the first time in the festival's 
history. James "Munky" Shaffer has confirmed (in an interview) that a DVD and CD documenting 2007's Family 


Values Tour has been recorded. 


History 


Family Values Tour 1998 
Korn, Limp Bizkit, Ice Cube, Incubus (replaced Ice Cube on October 25, 1998 for four remaining dates), Orgy, and 


Rammstein. 


In one of the more infamous moments, Rammstein's vocalist, Till Lindemann engaged in simulated anal sex with the 
keyboardist, Christian Lorenz using a liquid squirting dildo, during their performance of "Biick dich" in Worcester, 
Massachusetts. They were subsequently arrested and spent the night in jail. They were also arrested on Halloween, 


when they came out on stage naked. 


Ice Cube replacement 


On September 25, 1998 due to the beginning of shooting the movie Next Friday, Ice Cube was replaced by 
alternative band Incubus for remaining four dates. The band is featured on the Family Values Tour '98 CD release 


with song "New Skin", and can be also seen during performance of "All in the Family" on DVD release. 


Feud with Rob Zombie 


Initially, Rob Zombie was to be one of the artists participating on the tour, but due to the high production costs each 
Rob Zombie concert would cost $125,000 in bandfees and show production alone. Therefore, Rob Zombie was 
replaced by German industrial metal act, Rammstein. However, explanation was somewhat confusing. The Firm, 
Korn's management said Zombie continually expressed dissatisfaction over not wanting to work with a hip-hop act 
on the bill, and was supposedly lectured by Rob Zombie management that "rock kids don't like hip-hop." Rob 
Zombie's manager, Andy Gould said those comments were false. He explained that Zombie has never even spoken to 


Korn, so he could not have made those comments. |!! 


Although the statement released by Korn's management 
resulted in anger, Rob Zombie shared no bad blood with the bands participating in Family Values Tour. Next year, in 


1999 both Rob Zombie and Korn got on good terms again, and launched together highly successful "Rock is Dead" 
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tour.

Controversies 


In 2006 a violent fight allegedly broke out in the mosh pit at the Family Values Tour in Atlanta, Georgia while 
Deftones were performing, resulting in the death of Andy Richardson, age 30, on August 1, 2006. Lawyers 


representing Mr. Richardson's family said they may pursue civil actions against Korn and the show's promoters. 


Mr. Richardson's mother, Gloria Richardson, said "It's not right that someone could go to a concert for a good time 
and wind up dead ...There needs to be more security or they need to not have these concerts at all...", in a statement 
to Fox News Service made on August 1, 2006. One week later, a 24-year-old Michael Scott Axley was arrested and 
charged with Richardson's murder. Witnesses claim Axley punched Richardson, causing his head to hit the concrete 


floor, an injury that ultimately proved to be fatal.

The Escape from the Studio Tour was a 2009 concert tour by metal band Korn though the name of the tour was 
stolen from Metallica who also had a tour by the same name in 1995. It included 65 confirmed dates (one being an 
offset show in Malaysia) and spanned across country to Europe. It was the second Tour to feature Ray Luzier. The 
Tour Venues are mostly Clubs and Festivals. Other bands that played at some shows Included Avenged Sevenfold, 
Slipknot, Mudvayne, Limp Bizkit, Drowning Pool, Hurt, Burn Halo, and Static-X. 

Unlike the previous See You On The Other Side Tour and The Bitch We Have a Problem Tour, the backing band no 
longer wear masks and black tuxedos and now only consist of two backing members: Shane Gibson (Rhythm guitar) 
and Zac Baird (Piano). 

To Promote the tour, Korn have changed their website and are now streaming their concerts live. Only the premium 
members on the website will be able to view the live streams. Also they recorded there Rock Am Ring Performance 
for the tour to be aired live on television on MTV: Germany, and the shows in Prague and Vienna will be aired live 
as Pay-Per-View events on television. 

On March 21, 2009, Korn also took a short detour to Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia to perform at the Sunburst Music 
Festival alongside N.E.R.D., Naturally 7, Estranged and Nidji, among others. [1]

As in previous years, the main sponsor of the festival is 
Rockstar Energy drink, and each date had a different Battle of the Bands winner performing on the Jagermeister 
stage,!!| [7] Tn addition to three stages with various heavy metal bands, Mayhem Festival 2010 also hosted other 
entertainment acts. As in previous years, the Freestyle Motocross stunt team Metal Mulisha returned, in addition to 
comedian Jay Oakerson and a costume party/variety act "Beacher's Madhouse" featuring DJ's and the scantily-clad 


"Beacher's Babies" 7! 


In April 2010, an oil rig in the Gulf of Mexico owned by Transocean and operated under contract for BP, exploded, 
which led to a massive oil spill in a disaster known as the Deepwater Horizon oil spill. At this time, several people 
around the world, including Mayhem Festival 2010 headliner Korn, decided to boycott BP by not purchasing their 
fuel. Jonathan Davis, the lead singer of Korn commented, "We need to do our part to let BP know there are 
consequences for causing something like this. We want to send a message to corporations like BP so that they will 
take more preventative measures in the future."! Korn will not be using BP, or oil from partnering companies, to 
fuel their tour buses during upcoming concert dates and also encouraged the other 2010 Mayhem Festival bands to 
participate in the boycott.) Several artists not on the Mayhem Festival later joined in on Korn's boycott, including 
Lady Gaga, Backstreet Boys, Disturbed, Rise Against, Flogging Molly and Megadeth." Korn's encouragement for 
Mayhem bands to join the boycott eventually made its way to tour founder Kevin Lyman, who decided the entire 
festival would not be using BP oil. In a press release, Lyman stated that he is, "encouraging everyone we deal with to 


find alternative ways to get down the road this summer."

Korn Live: The Encounter is a live release by American metal band, Korn in 2010 to promote the studio album 
Korn III: Remember Who You Are. It premiered on Sunday July 11, 2010 on HDNet, and then streamed on the 
band's Myspace profile. Although a live performance piece, the concert itself has no audience beyond production 


crew. 


In July a number of viral videos were released by the band, the first two videos included amateur footage of crop 
circles and unidentified flying objects, while the second two videos included news footage of the phenomenons 
identifying its location as Kern County, |"!

History 


In early 2008, Korn guitarist James "Munky" Shaffer announced plans to release a new project entitled Fear and the 
Nervous System. The record was said to be released in late 2008, through his own label, Emotional Syphon 
Recordings. The songs are being recorded at Music Grinder Studios in Hollywood, CA. The album's title and track 


list have yet to be announced. 


In July 2008, Wes Borland described the recording sessions: 


It sort of, that's still up in the air as far as what's going to happen with that. Munky from Korn put that project together and the way it went 
down is he invited a bunch of musicians to the Korn studios and had sort of just a jam going for like a week to where every day different 
combinations of people would come in and play. Sometimes he would play and sometimes he wouldn't and then he and an engineer pieced 


together songs from all of these jams." 


"He had us come back in and I ended up having two things on the album that I played on. I came in and listened to what they put together and 
then out of the pieces that I had been involved with writing, sort of, because it was improvisation, then I wrote parts back on top of the 
improvisations. So it's sort of a weird concept as far as... It's definitely a strange way to make an album, but so I'm involved to that extent just 


by being on two songs and I did the artwork for the album. 


—Wes Borland, Artisan News Serica! 
Munky also described the recording sessions as really unorthodox and more like a jam session then a regular 
recording session. The band also used different tunings to make the music stand apart from Munkys previous work 


with Korn.!>! 


On July 15, Munky announced on the project's MySpace profile that the album will not be ready for the previously 
mentioned August 8, 2008 release because he did not want to rush production. He also stated that Wes Borland's 


appearance on the record did not make the final cut, however the cover art designed by Wes will still be used. 


On August 21, 2008, Jonathan Davis mentioned on his live stream that he has heard one song from Munky's solo 
project, and that all Munky has to do is the vocals, which Jonathan was personally excited about. Munky has 


reported that the record is three quarters done with all of the music done and recorded for the record and he has been 
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working on the lyrics. 


Recently on Modlife in October 2009 (Korn.com), Munky had explained that he would not be doing vocals on the 
new Fear and the Nervous System album because he's not "very good at singing”. It was later announced that Steve 


Krolikowski of Repeater would be handling vocal duties. 


The album is on track for a 2011 release.

Sex Art was an American hard rock band that formed c. 1989. They are best known for being the band that Jonathan 
Davis was in, before being found by Korn's guitarists while Sex Art was performing in a bar in Bakersfield, 
California. David DeRoo played bass, Ray "Chaka" Solis, Ryan Shuck played guitar and Denis Shinn was on drums. 
Ty Elam joined to jam and shared vocal duties on the only released Sex Art track, "Inside", which featured on the 
local compilation Cultivation '92 on the indie label "A Kick Produkt". After Jonathan Davis left the band in early 
1993, the band reunited in October 1993 with new singer Brian Armer of Brother From Another Mother. But the 
band again broke up in February 1994 due to inner band conflict. The band reunited again after relocating to 
Huntington Beach in 1996 under the name Supermodel with new singer, ex-L.A.P.D. member, Richard Morrill. This 


was short lived however, due to conflicts of a violent nature within the band. 


Post-Sex Art 


Elam went on to form the band Videodrone, who were signed to Korn's vanity label Elementree Records. Brian 
Armer went on to form the goth metal group Glass Cut Eternity in 1995. Shuck also retained old ties, joining the 
band Orgy, who also signed onto the Elementree label, before later moving onto D1 Music. Ray Solis and David 
Deroo got together with an ex-L.A.P.D. singer Richard Morrill to form Supermodel. Supermodel played Orange 
County until an inner band conflict caused them to separate. In 1996, Deroo and Solis returned to Bakersfield and 
reunited with Brian Armer for Juice. Juice disbanded in 1999 due to creative differences. David DeRoo along with 


fellow bandmate Tim Fluckey joined Mark Chavez (Jonathan Davis' half brother) in Adema. 
Sex Art guitarist Ryan Shuck attempted to sue Jonathan Davis when Korn's self-titled debut album featured "Blind". 


Neither Shuck nor drummer Dennis Shinn were credited for their initial contributions to the very explicit song. The 


parts written by Deroo and Solis were not featured in Korn's version.

L.A.P.D. (Love And Peace Dude,” later Laughing As People Die!*! ) was an American rock band, formed in 
1989, in Bakersfield, California. From 1989 to 1991, the member line-up was James Shaffer, Reginald Arvizu, 
David Silveria, Richard Morrill, and Pete Capra. The group has released one studio album, one extended play, and 


one compilation album. 


The band was originally formed by Shaffer, Arvizu, and Morrill. Capra approached the band introducing them to 
bands like the Red Hot Chili Peppers and Faith No More, and was positioned as vocalist. Still in need for a drummer, 
the band placed an ad in a local newspaper which was answered by Silveria. Shortly after this, the band recorded a 
demo album which was meant to be sent out to record companies. Realizing they would have to continue the band in 
a more populated area in order for them to expand, all of the members but Shaffer left Bakersfield and resided in 
Hollywood, Los Angeles, California (Shaffer later moved to Hollywood as well). In late 1989, the band hired a man 
named Arthur as their manager, resulting in them getting signed to Triple X Records. The band recorded and 


released their first extended play in 1989, but it suffered from poor distribution. 


In 1991, they released Who's Laughing Now, their first full-length studio album. Shortly after the album's release, 
Capra left the band and was replaced by someone only noted by his first name Corey. Corey was fired from the band

several weeks later. After this, Morrill quit the band, and the rest of the group set out to form the band Korn with two 
other people. Several of the band's former members have formed solo projects. In 1997, a compilation album 


consisting of fourteen tracks was released. L.A.P.D. shows a style of heavy metal, indie rock, and alternative rock. 


History 


Formation and early years (1989) 


L.A.P.D. formed in Bakersfield, California, in 1989, "41 The band was started with Richard Morrill, James Shaffer, 
and Reginald Arvizu.”! With both guitarist and bass guitar positions filled, there was still a need for a lead vocalist, 
as well as a percussionist. The group asked Pete Capra to join their band. Capra joined the band and was positioned 
as lead vocalist. Although he had not been a vocalist for other bands, Capra introduced the group to bands like the 
Red Hot Chili Peppers and Faith No More.!*! The group was inspired by the bands that Capra had shown them, and 


committed to head into those band's genres and style! 


The band still needed a drummer, so they put put an ad in a local newspaper. The ad description stated that they were 
a "funk, thrash, metal groove band looking for a drummer.""*! This resulted in David Silveria auditioning for the 
band. Although at the time Silveria was only fifteen, he was still recruited to the band, filling the percussionist 
position.!°! L.A.P.D. recorded a demo album consisting of four songs, "James Brown", "Stinging Like a Bee", 


"Jesus", and "Don't Label Me", which were all ready to be sent out to various record labels, !°! 


The group left Bakersfield and set out for Los Angeles, California.!! Shaffer was the only band member that was not 
in favor of the act. He was the only one to stay in Bakersfield, while all the other band members left.'”! Silveria 
dropped out of high school to leave Bakersfield. L.A.P.D. began rehearsing at a space located in Hollywood, 
California, near Western Avenue.'®! Shaffer decided to return to the band when he and his girlfriend broke up. Brian 
Welch, a guitarist who knew Shaffer and Arvizu when they were in high school (and who later joined the band when 
they reformed as Korn), would occasionally "check out the [band's] music scene."!/! At the time, Welch was a 


member of the band Creep.!7! 


Love and Peace Dude EP (Late 1989 — 1990) 


L.A.P.D. was performing at several gigs in Hollywood throughout their self-titled EP era.’”! After one of their shows, 
a local and drumming protege of Gene Krupa known as Arthur Von Blomberg was positioned as manager. 1”! After 
the group was kicked out of their original studio for not paying the rent on time, they quickly found another practice 
space in Santa Monica, California.!'"! In 1990, their manager introduced them to Triple X Records, an independent 
Los Angeles based record company that has signed bands such as Dr. Dre, Social Distortion, Jane's Addiction, and 
the The Vandals.''7! The company offered them a contract after seeing them in concert. Bassist Arvizu described the 
contract as "pitiful," but L.A.P.D. still signed and began recording their album. According to Arvizu, the record 


company did not distribute the album properly. !!7! 
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Who's Laughing Now (1991-1992) 


In 1991, L.A.P.D. recorded their second album. It was their first 
full-length studio album, and consisted of eleven tracks. Released on 
May 3, 1991, the album featured styles like alternative rock and indie 
rock.) after they recorded the album, the group's lead vocalist, Pete 
Capra,!"4! left L.A.P.D. and was replaced by someone affectionately 
known by other band members as Corey,!!9! Bassist Arvizu wrote: 
"Pete [Capra] was always doing amphetamines and stuff. He pretty 
much left just because of his drug abuse. So Munky [Shaffer], David 
[Silveria], and I had to start all over again," !>] The band later fired 
Corey after his behavior during an audition with producer Ross 


Robinson.""°! While looking for a new singer, they heard Jonathan

Post—breakup and reformation (since 1992) 


After L.A.P.D. had broken up, Shaffer, Arizu, Silveria, and the newly added band members Jonathan Davis and 
Brian Welch each collaborated with producer Ross Robinson to produce and release their demo album 
Neidermeyer's Mind in 1993.41 7°! The group, known as Korn, has released nine studio albums. Two of Korn's 
albums went on to chart at number one on the Billboard 200,21 In 2001, L.A.P.D.'s former bassist Reginald Arvizu, 
(now known better as "Fieldy") released a solo album entitled Rock'n Roll Gangster on January 22, 2002.'771 In 
2006, Fieldy formed the band StillWell with rapper Q-Unique.7*! Fear and the Nervous System is currently one of 
James Shaffer's (now known by band members as "Munky") side projects, formed in 2008.'"41 As of 2009, Pete 
Capra, Richard Morrill, and Corey have not been heard from by any other of L.A.P.D.'s former members. Aside from 
projects by the former members of L.A.P.D., in 1997 a compilation album was also released into the public 
domain.”*! The album featured songs from both their EP, Love and Peace Dude, and their full-length studio album, 


Who's Laughing Now.?°1 


In 2010, Richard Morrill reformed the band, now based in Denver, with a new lineup and a different sound. Leaving 


the funk influences behind, the band now focuses on rap metal. A new album is due out in 2010,7°! 


Style and influence 


The band shows different styles and genres from its styles, including alternative rock, heavy metal, funk metal, and 
indie rock.! The group considered themselves to be a "funk, thrash metal groove band" when they posted an ad in a 
Bakersfield newspaper. Bradley Torreano from Allmusic noted that the band was "a far different beast than what 
its members would move on to," while also saying it incorporated "elements of funk into their thrashy stew."4! The 
group is considered to have launched the careers of three members of the nu metal band Korn.'4! Bassist Reginald 


Arvizu describes L.A.P.D.'s music as being "very heavy," and also said that "audiences loved [them]."{11 [12] 


L.A.P.D.'s art and visual imagery complemented the themes of their music and performance. The band members 
adopted a "baggy hip-hop street way of dressing." Bassist Arvizu had dreadlocks, and said that there "was absolutely 
nothing femme about [the band]."771 L.A.P.D.'s final singer, Corey, was described by Arvizu as the following: 
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His image was so perfect for our band, like the ideal rock star, with the whitest skin I ever saw, long straight red hair that was down to the 
middle of his back, and a matching goatee. He dyed both this extreme fire engine red color—a color that wasn't natural looking at all but it 


was really cool. He always wore long cutoff shorts and had lots of tattoos and these very intense piercing baby blue eyes. 


When the band was first started, their lead singer introduced them to bands such as the alternative rock band Red Hot 
Chili Peppers and rock band Faith No More, and the group has since cited them as major influences to their musical 
style.) 81 The group is considered to have launched the careers of three members of the nu metal band Korn, 41 
Drummer David Silveria said that "L.A.P.D. really was good for us because we learned about the industry and how 


things work."?9! Korn has influenced bands like Slipknot, Saliva, Breaking Benjamin, and Flyleaf. 3°! 31

"Korn's Groovy Pirate Ghost Mystery" is the twelfth episode of the third season of Comedy Central's animated 
series South Park. It originally aired on October 27, 1999. The episode features issues of necrophilia and a parody of 
the animated series Scooby-Doo (with the band Korn playing the part of the Scooby gang). 
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Plot 


Local radio station KOZY 102.1 is sponsoring a "Halloween Haunt" featuring an appearance by real-life metal band 
Korn. Priest Maxi is unhappy about both and conducts a one-man protest campaign, calling Halloween an 
abomination of God and Korn satanists that play violent music. Stan, Kyle and Kenny are excited about Halloween, 
but Cartman is already thinking about Christmas because he expects to be showered with presents. They visit various 
mediocre attractions and get frightened by a gang of 5th graders who play a prank on them involving "pirate ghosts". 
Stan decides to retaliate by digging up Kyle's recently buried grandmother, Cleo Broflovski, and scaring the 5th 


graders with it. Kyle, while uneasy about the scheme, reluctantly agrees to go along. 


Meanwhile, Korn, driving in a van which resembles the Mystery Machine, crash it after spotting pirate ghosts on the 


road. 


After digging up Kyle's Grandmother's corpse, the boys leave it barely concealed at the harbor, where it is promptly 
eaten by a stray dog. During the night, they meet Korn (and a Scooby-Doo like character, Nibblit) after their 
encounter with the pirate ghosts. The following morning, the graveyard's watchmen inform Mrs Broflovski about the 
missing corpse, and describe to her in graphic detail what the culprit, who they assume to be a necrophiliac, might be 


doing to the corpse. 


Cartman intercepts a life-sized blow-up Antonio Banderas sex doll ordered by his mother, which he mistakenly 
assumes to be a Christmas present for him, and takes it around town to show off. The children return to the docks in 
their costumes hoping to win the contest for best costume, with Kenny wearing an elaborate ED-209 robot from 
RoboCop costume. To Kenny's disappointment, everyone (including Korn) is able to clearly recognize him. At the 
town square, the grave watchers are explaining the concept of necrophilia very explicitly until the Pirate Ghosts 
show up and terrorize the town. A few citizens are blown up and one ghost decapitates two others. Priest Maxi 
shows up and blames Korn for causing all this trouble. The town gets angry and set up a lynch mob to get rid of the 


"devil worshipers." 


Korn and the children go investigate the "Mystery of the Pirate Ghosts and the missing body." After a few mishaps 
typical of Scooby-doo episodes, it is revealed that Priest Maxi was behind the Pirate Ghosts, which he simply 
conjured up with light tricks. The mystery of Cleo Broflovski's missing corpse is solved when the dog regurgitates 
the body. The Halloween Haunt goes as planned, with Korn playing "Falling Away from Me" which shocks the 
crowd, as their cheery personality in the episode is a strong contrast to the song. The boys get their revenge against 
the 5th graders while Korn is playing, scaring them with the corpse and Cartman's Antonio Banderas doll gets 
popped by Nibblit. Kenny's spectacular ED-209 costume does not win him first prize, which goes instead to Wendy 
Testaburger wearing the same Chewbacca costume as in the previous Season 1 Halloween Special "Pinkeye". He 
ends up getting killed by miniature Snowspeeders as in The Empire Strikes Back while inside his costume during the 


closing credits. 
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Korn's appearance 


Korn's album Jssues was released shortly after this episode aired and featured the song "Falling Away from Me" in 


this episode. All members of Korn voice themselves.
